The  keynote  of  this  biennium  was  "reorganization." 
Following  approval  of  the  Executive  Organization  Act  of  1971, 
the  Department  of  Archives  and  History  became  a  part  of  the 
Department  of  Art,  Culture  and  History  when  it  was  established 
in  February,  1972.   At  that  time,  managerial  and  executive 
responsibilities  were  transferred  to  the  secretary  of  the  new 
department.   Effective  July  1,  1972,  the  former  department 
became  the  Office  of  Archives  and  History,  a  name  under  which 
it  operated  for  a  year.   On  May  14,  1973,  further  reorganization 
legislation  was  ratified,  and  the  statutory  responsibilities 
formerly  vested  in  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History  came 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  renamed  Department  of  Cultural 
Resources  on  July  1.   The  former  Executive  Board  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Archives  and  History  became  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Commission  with  advisory  powers,  and  all  statutory  authority  was 
granted  to  the  secretary  of  cultural  resources. 

At  the  same  time  and  as  a  result  of  reorganization, 
administrative  and  facilitative  functions  passed  to  and  became 
the  responsibility  of  the  department.   Budget  and  personnel  are 
controlled  by  the  secretary,  and  administrative  services  are 
handled  by  departmental  staff.   There  have  been,  not  unexpectedly, 
some  problems  resulting  from  centralized  functions;  but  these 
problems  have  not  been  insuperable,  and  most  of  them  have  been 
solved  with  a  minimum  of  effort. 

Membership  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission 
(formerly  the  Executive  Board  of  the  State  Department  of  Archives 
and  History)  remained  unchanged  un..il  February  28,  1974,  although 
Mr.  Josh  Home  retired  as  chairman  October  17,  1972,  and  was 
succeeded  in  that  capacity  by  Mr.  Harry  Gatton.   Although  their 
terms  of  office  expired  March  31,  1973,  Dr.  Fletcher  M.  Green 
and  Mr.  Josh  L.  Home  continued  to  serve  until  February  28,  1974, 
when  they  were  succeeded  by  Dr.  Frontis  W.  Johnston  of  Davidson 
College  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Knowles  of  Raleigh,  respectively.   The 
division  was  saddened  by  Mr.  Home's  death  March  15,  1974. 
Mr.  Harry  Gatton  continued  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Historical 
Commission  by  appointment  of  the  governor. 
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There  were,  in  addition,  a  number  of  changes  in  the  staff 
of  the  division.   Mr.  C.  F.  W.  Coker  resigned  as  state  archivist, 
effective  August  17,  1973,  to  accept  a  position  with  the 
National  Archives  and  Records  Service,  Washington,  D.C.,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Dr.  Thornton  W.  Mitchell  who  served  as  head  of  the 
State  Records  Branch,  1961-1970,  and  as  records  management 
consultant  in  the  Department  of  Administration,  1970-1973. 
Mr.  John  G.  Zehmer,  Jr.,  who  became  historic  sites  and  museums 
administrator  August  1,  1972,  resigned  effective  January  31, 
1974,  to  accept  a  position  as  architectural  historian  for 
Richmond,  Virginia;  he  was  succeeded  as  acting  administrator  by 
Mr.  Bruce  MacDougal.   Mrs.  Joye  E.  Jordan,  formerly  adminis- 
trator of  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History  and  later 
historic  sites  and  museums  administrator,  became  assistant 
director  of  the  division  August  1,  1972,  and  retired  after  more 
than  thirty  years  of  service  on  June  30,  1974.   Mr.  Fred  F. 
Harbin,  assistant  director,  who  became  chief  of  the  Historical 
and  Commemorative  Commissions  Section  on  August  1,  1972,  trans- 
ferred to  the  W.  W.  Holding  Technical  Institute  effective 
June  13,  1973.   Dr.  Stephen  Gluckman,  formerly  on  the  faculty  of 
Howard  University,  Washington,  D.C.,  became  state  archaeologist 
upon  creation  of  the  Archaeology  Section  September  1,  1973. 
Dr.  H.  G.  Jones,  division  director,  resigned  effective 
January  31,  1974,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Mitchell  as  acting 
director. 

The  work  of  the  division  during  the  biennium  was  marked  by 
increasing  workload  and  by  the  effects  of  inflation.   The 
inflationary  spiral  hit  hardest  those  programs  of  the  division 
dependent  on  outside  supplies  and  services.   The  cost  of  micro- 
film, an  essential  element  of  state  and  local  records  programs 
administered  by  the  division,  increased  sharply  by  more  than  16 
percent,  with  further  increases  anticipated.   Folders  and  record 
containers  used  in  the  State  Archives  increased  in  price. 
Supplies  used  by  the  Museum  of  History  in  building  and  installing 
interpretive  exhibits  moved  sharply  upward  in  cost  and  became 
increasingly  difficult  to  obtain.   Delivery  time  on  Plexiglas 
required  for  an  exhibit,  for  example,  was  360  days.   Perhaps 
the  most  seriously  affected  by  inflation  was  the  Historical 
Publications  Section  as  the  result  of  increases  in  the  cost  of 
printing  and  paper.   Publication  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Review   on  Permalife  paper  was  discontinued,  for  example,  because 
of  uncertain  quality  and  high  cost.   Cost  of  documentary  volumes 
escalated  to  the  degree  that  merely  to  recover  printing  costs 
the  books  had  to  be  almost  priced  out  of  the  market.   Continued 
inflation  without  appropriations  adjusted  accordingly  can  only 
result  in  curtailed  and  reduced  programs. 

In  regard  to  workload,  requests  for  assistance  in  the 
North  Carolina  State  Archives,  both  in  person  and  by  letter, 
increased;  all  aspects  of  operations  in  the  State  Records  Center 
moved  sharply  upward;  the  Museum  of  History  faced  the  task  of 
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designing,  building,  and  installing  four  major  interpretive 
exhibits  in  the  next  two  years;  five  state  historic  sites  were 
in  various  stages  of  development  at  the  end  of  the  biennium; 
reviews  of  environmental  assessments  and  environmental  impact 
statements  approximated  100  per  month;  the  number  of  archaeo- 
logical surveys  increased  beyond  the  capability  of  the  archaeo- 
logy staff.   In  many  respects,  it  was  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  maintain  work  of  high  quality  in  the  face  of 
increasing  quantity. 

The  continuing  interest  in  historic  preservation,  sparked 
in  part  by  the  approaching  bicentennial  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion, continued  to  occupy  a  disproportionate  amount  of  time  of 
the  division.   During  the  1973  session  of  the  North  Carolina 
General  Assembly,  twelve  state  grants-in-aid  totaling  $227,500 
were  approved  and  during  the  1974  session  three  grants  totaling 
$75,000  were  agreed  to.   During  the  biennium,  the  state  thus 
made  available  $302,500  for  the  restoration  of  fifteen  historic 
properties  in  North  Carolina.   All  of  these  state  grants-in-aid 
were  on  a  dollar-for-dollar  matching  basis. 

During  the  same  period,  $258,609  was  made  available  by  the 
National  Park  Service  for  matching  grants  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966.   Although  twenty-two 
grants  were  made,  nineteen  properties  received  assistance  since 
three  properties  received  a  grant  during  each  of  the  two  years. 
The  division  also  continued  to  administer  restoration  grants 
for  the  Richardson  Foundation,  which  has  played  an  outstanding 
role  in  the  cause  of  historic  preservation  in  North  Carolina. 
Grants  made  for  1973  totaled  $35,000  for  seven  projects  and  for 
1974,  $7,384  for  three  projects. 

With  the  matching  provisions  upon  which  all  of  these  grants 
were  contingent.  North  Carolina  thus  during  the  biennium  invested 
$1,226,986  in  the  preservation  of  its  physical  heritage  through 
historic  restoration. 

Responsibilities  of  the  director  under  the  National  Historic 
Preservation  Act  of  1966  continued  to  be  time  consuming.   Dr. 
Jones  served  as  state  historic  preservation  officer  until 
February  28,  1974,  when  the  governor  named  Dr.  Mitchell  acting 
state  historic  preservation  officer  to  carry  out  the  duties 
assigned  to  the  state  by  federal  law.   In  addition  to  recommend- 
ing nominations  to  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  and 
commenting  on  an  increasing  volume  of  environmental  impact 
statements  and  environmental  assessments,  the  North  Carolina 
Historic  Preservation  Plan  was  entirely  revised  and  a  600-page 
inventory  of  historic  properties  prepared  for  submission  to  the 
National  Park  Service.   The  annual  supplement  was  also  prepared 
and  submitted;  this  determines  the  annual  allocation  of  funds 
for  preservation  activities. 
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At  the  end  of  the  biennium,  the  division  was  preparing  to 
assume  responsibility  for  the  Thomas  Wolfe  Memorial,  Asheville, 
as  a  state  historic  site.   Following  negotiations  between  Dr. 
Jones;  Mr.  Ernest  Ward,  Asheville  city  manager;  and  Mr.  Fred  W. 
Wolfe,  Thomas  Wolfe's  only  surviving  brother,  legislation  was 
introduced  in  the  1974  General  Assembly  to  fund  the  Thomas  Wolfe 
Memorial  as  a  state  historic  site.   Although  the  North  Carolina 
Historical  Commission  strongly  endorsed  the  proposed  legislation, 
it  was  approved  with  the  funding  provisions  deleted  and  without 
funds  for  restoration.   The  division  planned  to  take  over  the 
property  on  an  interim  basis,  hoping  for  adequate  funding  in  the 
future. 

The  development  of  Reed  Gold  Mine  continued  under  the 
supervision  of  the  director's  office.   In  October,  1972,  Geo- 
logical Resources,  Inc.,  of  Raleigh  finished  a  comprehensive 
survey  of  the  underground  workings  at  Upper  Hill  and  recommended 
opening  of  the  subterranean  network  in  three  phases.   Meanwhile, 
the  lengthy  report  on  technology  at  Reed  and  other  gold  mines 
was  completed.   At  the  instigation  of  the  director,  leading 
citizens  of  Cabarrus  and  nearby  counties  in  early  1973  formed 
the  Gold  History  Corporation,  a  nonprofit  charitable  group 
supporting  the  site.   The  corporation  began  plans  for  a  fund- 
raising  campaign.   In  July,  1973,  the  first  members  of  a 
permanent  staff  were  assigned  to  the  site  to  begin  the  enormous 
physical  task  of  cleaning  up  822  long-neglected  acres.   Soon 
thereafter  the  director  selected  a  designer  for  the  $323,000 
worth  of  new  buildings  planned  for  the  site — a  visitor  center- 
museum,  manager's  residence,  and  maintenance  building.   In 
addition,  a  major  portion  of  $330,000  appropriated  by  the  1973 
General  Assembly  for  general  development  of  the  mine  was  allo- 
cated for  underground  stabilization  at  Upper  Hill.   As  the 
biennium  closed,  the  designs  for  both  the  structures  and  the 
underground  workings  were  almost  in  final  form.   Approximately 
1,200  people  visited  the  site,  officially  closed  for  development, 
from  January  through  June,  1974. 

Continuing  his  efforts  toward  acquisition  of  Duke  Homestead, 
which  were  begun  in  the  previous  biennium,  the  director  persuaded 
leading  citizens  of  Durham  to  found  the  Tobacco  History  Corpo- 
ration in  support  of  the  homestead  as  a  state-owned  site. 
Leaders  of  the  corporation  adopted  a  goal  of  $250,000  to  be 
raised  for  its  educational  programs.   The  1973  General  Assembly 
appropriated  $285,000  for  capital  improvements — a  visitor 
center-museum,  manager's  residence,  and  maintenance  building — 
at  the  site.   Architects  began  designing  the  structures  late  in 
the  year.   Meanwhile  research  was  begun  on  tobacco  history, 
the  Dukes,  and  their  farm.   With  these  definite  commitments 
toward  creation  of  a  state  historic  site,  plans  for  formal 
acquisition  proceeded.   Liggett  and  Myers,  Inc.,  purchased  6.74 
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acres  of  land  which  historically  had  been  part  of  the  Duke  farm 
and  donated  the  tract  to  the  state  in  October,  1973,  to  be  part 
of  the  site.   The  major  portion  of  the  state  historic  site — that 
37.09  acres  containing  the  house  and  outbuildings — was  given  to 
the  state  in  January,  1974,  by  Duke  University  for  use  as  a 
state  historic  site.   The  university  continued  to  open  the  home 
for  public  visitation  on  a  limited  schedule  until  the  end  of  the 
biennium.   In  the  meantime,  the  architects  almost  completed 
designs  for  the  new  buildings,  and  a  site  manager  was  selected 
to  join  the  staff  July  1,  1974,  upon  turnover  of  responsibility 
for  operation  of  the  site  from  the  university  to  the  state. 

The  Historical  Publications  Section  continued  the 
distinguished  program  that  began  in  1909  with  the  publication 
of  The  Correspondence  of  Jonathan  Worth.      Severely  curtailed  by 
inflation  and  rapidly  increasing  printing  costs,  the  section 
maintained  the  high  quality  of  the  North   Carolina  Historical 
Review   and  continued  to  issue  documentary  volumes  that  con- 
tribute to  the  scholarly  life  of  the  state.   The  activities  of 
the  section  are  reported  in  detail  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

The  Archives  and  Records  Section  continued  to  operate  the 
North  Carolina  State  Archives,  the  State  Records  Center,  and  a 
local  records  program  that  not  only  insured  the  preservation  of 
significant  county  and  municipal  records  but  enabled  local 
governments  to  increase  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  their 
operations.   A  new  emphasis  on  its  educational  program  and  on  its 
efforts  to  broaden  its  outreach  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina 
led  the  State  Archives  into  a  program  of  seminars,  workshops, 
and  institutes  and  into  making  research  materials  available  on 
a  broad  basis  throughout  the  state.   The  State  Records  program 
accelerated  as  responsibility  was  resumed  for  the  total  spectrum 
of  records  management.   Additionally,  an  in-depth  review  was 
made  of  its  entire  approach  resulting  from  recommendations  of 
the  Governor's  Efficiency  Study  Commission. 

The  Historic  Sites  and  Museums  Section  continued  its 
functions  of  supervising  historic  preservation  and  restoration 
in  the  state  and  of  identifying  historic  properties  for  possible 
nomination  to  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 
Developmental  work  on  five  state  historic  sites  and  operations 
at  the  remaining  sites  continued;  visitation  dropped  in  the 
early  part  of  1974  as  the  result  of  the  gasoline  crisis  but  was 
virtually  back  to  normal  at  the  end  of  the  biennium.   Upgrading 
of  site  manager  positions  as  the  result  of  the  personnel 
classification  study  corrected  a  long-standing  inequity.   Open- 
ing of  the  mezzanine  exhibits  during  the  fall  of  1973  completed 
the  Museum  of  History  for  the  first  time  since  its  galleries  in 
the  Education  Building  were  closed  in  1968. 
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Archaeological  activities  sharply  increased  with  approval 
of  legislation  by  the  1973  General  Assembly  establishing  a 
broad-based  program.   The  number  of  staff  members  was  increased, 
and  effective  September  1,  1973,  archaeological  matters  which 
had  long  been  handled  as  part  of  the  Historic  Sites  and  Museums 
Section  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Archaeology  Section. 
The  underwater  archaeological  laboratory  located  at  Fort  Fisher 
became  part  of  the  new  section.   Details  of  archaeological 
exploration  during  the  biennium  are  included  in  the  report  of 
the  section  which  is  part  of  this  report.   One  of  the  most 
spectacular  events  in  which  the  section  participated,  of  course, 
was  the  discovery  of  the  U.S.S.  Monitor,    the  site  of  which  had 
been  sought  for  more  than  100  years. 

The  Tryon  Palace  Section,  located  in  New  Bern,  is  respon- 
sible for  the  restored  Tryon  Palace  Complex  in  cooperation  with 
the  Tryon  Palace  Commission.   Two  highly  successful  symposia 
were  held,  and  the  interpretive  program  of  the  complex  continued 
to  be  strengthened.   The  entire  division  was  saddened  at  the 
death  of  John  A.  Kellenberger ,  treasurer  and  financial  officer 
of  the  commission,  who  with  his  wife  had  supervised  and  watched 
over  the  restoration  and  the  operation  of  the  palace. 

During  the  biennium,  the  long-awaited  and  long-delayed 
study  of  the  classification  of  the  professional  positions  in 
the  division  was  completed.   In  most  instances,  there  was  a  pro 
forma  increase  of  one  or  two  steps  in  grade,  with  the  most 
significant  increases  taking  place  in  the  historic  site  manager 
positions.   The  failure  to  recognize  the  comparative  significance 
of  archival  positions  was,  perhaps,  the  greatest  disappointment 
of  the  study. 

Professional  activities,  in  the  participation  of  which  the 
division  has  always  taken  pride,  continued  but  on  a  limited 
basis  because  of  the  shortage  of  funds.   Details  are  included  in 
the  reports  of  the  various  sections. 

During  the  period  he  was  director,  Dr.  Jones  served  as 
chairman  of  the  National  Historic  Preservation  Officers  Policy 
Group  and  chaired  meetings  of  the  group  in  Washington,  D.C.; 
San  Francisco,  California;  Mackinac  Island,  Michigan;  and 
Tallahassee,  Florida.   As  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
American  Association  for  State  and  Local  History,  he  attended 
its  meetings  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  Edmonton,  Alberta, 
presenting  a  paper  at  the  latter  meeting  on  "Historic  Preser- 
vation and  the  Human  Environment."  He  continued  as  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  the  Institute  of  Early  American  History  and 
Culture  until  May,  1973,  as  secretary-treasurer  of  the  North 
Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  Association,  and  was  named 
chairman  of  the  Bylaws  Committee  of  the  American  Association  for 
State  and  Local  History.   Among  speeches  delivered  were  the 
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following:   "Collecting  and  Organizing  Manuscripts"  at  the  AASLH 
Museums  Workshop,  Augusta,  Maine,  June,  1973;  and  "Archival 
Resources"  at  the  Institute  on  Editing  of  History,  Washington, 
D.C.,  August,  1972.   He  also  spoke  at  many  meetings  within  the 
state.   In  February,  1974,  he  was  presented  the  Halifax  Resolves 
Award  "for  outstanding  accomplishment  in  the  field  of  historic 
preservation"  by  the  Historic  Halifax  Restoration  Association. 

The  Division  of  Archives  and  History  ended  the  biennium  on 
a  bright  and  hopeful  note.   It  has  weathered  reorganization  with- 
out adverse  effect;  it  has,  in  fact,  been  strengthened  by  the 
trials  it  has  undergone.   The  record  of  the  division  since  1903 
is  a  good  one;  the  1972-1974  biennium  has  proved  that  the  record 
of  the  future  will  be  equally  good.   The  division  will,  undoubt- 
edly, continue  to  face  problems  just  as  it  has  in  the  past. 
But  it  now  knows  that  it  has  the  strength  needed  to  solve  them; 
and  solve  them  it  will.

ARCHIVES  AND  RECORDS  SECTION 
Thornton  W.  Mitchell,  State  Archivist 


The  biennium  was  one  of  solid  accomplishment  for  the  Ar- 
chives and  Records  Section.   A  significant  increase  in  services 
offered  to  the  public,  an  innovative  new  educational  program  to 
acquaint  its  users  with  the  resources  of  the  State  Archives, 
progress  toward  the  completion  of  the  second  phase  of  the  local 
records  program,  the  awarding  of  bids  for  the  long-awaited  con- 
struction of  the  new  State  Records  Center,  the  restructuring  of 
the  state  records  management  program  as  the  result  of  cancella- 
tion of  the  agreement  transferring  certain  functions  to  the 
Department  of  Administration,  publication  of  the  fourth  volume 
of  North  Carolina   Troops,   1861-1865:     A  Roster,   publication  and 
subsequent  revision  of  a  guide  to  county  records  in  the  North 
Carolina  State  Archives — each  of  which  individually  is  an  impor- 
tant accomplishment — are  only  the  highlights  of  this  record  of 
progress.   The  less  dramatic  events  and  the  routine  are  reported 
in  detail  in  the  narratives  of  the  branches  which  follow  and  in 
the  appendixes  which  accompany  this  report. 

Mr.  C.  F.  W.  Coker  resigned  as  chief  of  the  section  effec- 
tive August  17,  1973,  in  order  to  accept  an  appointment  to  the 
staff  of  the  National  Archives  and  Records  Service,  Washington, 
D.C.   Dr.  Thornton  W.  Mitchell,  formerly  head  of  the  State 
Records  Branch  and  later  records  management  consultant  in  the 
Department  of  Administration,  was  named  chief  of  the  section 
effective  August  20,  1973. 

Bids  for  the  new  State  Records  Center  building  were  opened 
in  May,  1973,  but  low  bids  exceeded  the  available  funds  by  ap- 
proximately $400,000.   Although  the  plans  were  revised  by  nego- 
tiation with  the  low  bidders  so  that  the  building  could  be  built 
within  the  available  appropriation  without  adversely  affecting 
its  scope,  construction  was  delayed  pending  a  review  of  the 
decision  to  place  it  adjacent  to  the  main  Archives  and  History- 
State  Library  Building.   In  November,  1973,  the  location  of  the 
new  building  was  studied  by  Mr.  Robert  Williams,  director  of  the 
Florida  Division  of  Archives,  History,  and  Records  Management, 
and  by  Dr.  William  E.  King,  archivist  of  Duke  University.   Fol- 
lowing their  recommendation  that  the  building  be  located  as  orig- 
inally planned,  the  Department  of  Administration  requested  and 
obtained  additional  funds  for  its  construction.   Bids  were  re- 
advertised  and  were  opened  in  May,  197A;  once  again  the  low  bids 
exceeded  the  available  funds  but  revision  of  the  plans  by  negoti- 
ation made  it  possible  to  proceed  with  construction  and  at  the 
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end  of  the  biennium,  contracts  were  awarded.* 

As  the  result  of  a  recommendation  made  by  Mr.  Williams  in 
his  report  concerning  the  new  State  Records  Center  building, 
negotiations  were  successfully  completed  on  May  2,  1974,  to  re- 
turn the  total  spectrum  of  records  management  to  the  Archives 
and  Records  Section.  De  facto  responsibility  for  records  cre- 
ation, utilization,  and  maintenance  was  transferred  by  agreement 
to  the  Department  of  Administration  effective  July  1,  1970.   Can- 
cellation of  this  agreement  and  recommendations  made  by  the 
Governor's  Efficiency  Study  Commission  led  to  a  study  to  restruc- 
ture the  total  records  management  program  for  state  agencies  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  its  viability. 

The  Local  Records  Branch  made  significant  progress  toward 
the  completion  of  Phase  II  of  its  microfilming  and  transfer  pro- 
gram for  local  records.   Acceptance  of  the  program  is  indicated 
by  the  fact  that  many  counties,  during  Phase  II,  transferred 
records  to  the  State  Archives  which  they  declined  to  transfer 
earlier.   Plans  were  being  made  to  reorient  the  local  records 
program  upon  completion  of  Phase  II.   By  that  time,  the  manner 
in  which  essential  permanent  records  are  microfilmed  will  require 
different  equipment  and  the  program  will  also  have  to  shift  to- 
ward giving  more  attention  to  records  management.   In  cooperation 
with  the  Administrative  Office  of  the  Courts,  plans  were  being 
discussed  to  implement  the  schedules  developed  for  the  county 
clerks  of  court  and  requests  were  already  being  received  for 
assistance  in  developing  and  installing  new  records  systems.   As 
the  local  records  program  is  reoriented — a  development  that  will 
require  a  number  of  years — additional  funding  will  be  required 
not  only  for  staff  but  for  travel  so  that  analysts  may  spend  the 
necessary  assistance  time  in  the  counties. 

The  workload  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Archives  showed  a 
significant  increase,  both  in  visitors  and  in  written  requests 
for  assistance.   A  material  increase  in  the  number  of  records  and 
manuscripts  accessioned  made  it  impossible  to  keep  their  arrange- 
ment and  description  on  a  current  basis.   In  addition,  increasing 
attention  was  given  to  an  educational  program  designed  to  ac- 
quaint users  with  the  resources  and  facilities  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Archives.   These  included  four  genealogical  work- 
shops for  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  and  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Colonists,  a  two-day  seminar  for  librarians  of  the 
community  colleges  and  technical  institutes  purchasing  core 
collections  of  county  microfilm,  short  courses  in  archival  meth- 
odology for  institutions  with  newly  established  archives  programs, 
and  a  four-day  institute  for  advanced  researchers.   The  institute, 
which  attracted  more  than  100  applicants,  some  of  whom  were  from 
places  as  far  distant  as  California,  was  completely  successful 
and  will  probably  be  repeated  annually.   Other  educational 


Construction  began  July  31,  1974,  with  completion  scheduled  October  31, 
1975. 
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activities  projected,  as  staff  time  is  available  to  plan  them, 
is  an  institute  for  beginning  researchers  and  a  seminar  to 
strengthen  creditability  with  the  academic  community. 

One  program  to  increase  the  outreach  of  the  section  and  to 
make  research  materials  more  widely  available  involved  the  so- 
called  core  collection  of  county  microfilm.   In  response  to  a 
request  from  the  Department  of  Community  Colleges  which  resulted 
from  the  system-wide  courses  in  local  history  and  biography,  a 
list  of  what  was  considered  the  most  significant  microfilm  for 
research  purposes  was  prepared  for  each  county.   The  number  of 
reels  varied  from  one  to  more  than  a  hundred.   These  were  then 
made  available  to  the  institutions  of  the  community  colleges 
system  at  minimal  cost,  and  approximately  6,000  rolls  of  film 
were  ordered.   In  addition,  the  State  Library  then  ordered  a  com- 
plete set  of  core  microfilm  (3,606  reels)  so  that  it  will  be 
available  for  inter library  loans.   When  many  of  the  public  li- 
braries of  the  state  asked  to  participate,  the  core  collection 
program  was  also  made  available  to  them.   At  the  end  of  the  bi- 
ennium,  the  Technical  Services  Branch  had  a  backlog  of  approx- 
imately 10,000  reels  of  microfilm  to  duplicate  as  the  result  of 
the  success  of  this  program. 

The  biennium  saw  only  one  change  in  the  staff  and  functional 
organization  of  the  section:   two  positions  were  transferred  from 
the  Department  of  Administration  when  the  total  records  manage- 
ment function  was  returned  in  May,  1974.   The  branches  of  the 
section  function  as  follows: 

The  Archives  Branch   operates  the  North  Carolina  State  Ar- 
chives, including  the  Search  Room  and  the  Microfilm  Reading  Room, 
and  assists  visitors  and  researchers  in  obtaining  information 
from  records  and  manuscripts  in  the  division's  custody.   Mr.  Paul 
P.  Hoffman  is  head  of  the  Archives  Branch. 

The  State  Records  Branch,   which  is  located  in  the  State 
Records  Center  at  West  Lane  and  North  McDowell  streets,  is  the 
principal  records  management  agency  for  state  government.   It 
also  administers  the  State  Records  Center  and  operates  a  central 
microfilming  service  for  state  agencies.   Mr.  Ronald  E.  Young- 
quist  is  the  head  of  the  State  Records  Branch. 

The  Local  Records  Branch   is  responsible  for  records  manage- 
ment activities  for  county  and  municipal  governments.   It  also 
transfers  to  the  State  Archives  permanently  valuable  records  no 
longer  required  for  local  administration  and  microfilms  for  secu- 
rity purposes  those  permanently  valuable  records  left  in  county 
and  municipal  offices.  Mr.  Frank  D.  Gatton  is  head  of  the  Local 
Records  Branch. 

The  Technical   Services  Branch,   which  consists  of  the  Doc- 
ument Restoration  Laboratory,  the  Microfilm  Processing  Laboratory, 
and  the  Newspaper  Microfilm  Project  and  which  furnishes  supportive 
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services  to  the  other  branches  of  the  section,  is  headed  by  Mr. 
Roger  C.  Jones. 

The  Civil  War  Roster  Project   compiles  and  edits  the  multi- 
volume  North  Carolina   Troops,   1861-1865:     A  Roster.      Effective 
with  the  beginning  of  the  new  biennium,  this  project  will  be 
transferred  to  the  Historical  Publications  Section,  where  it  will 
become  the  Civil  War  Roster  Branch.   Mr.  W.  T,  Jordan,  Jr.,  is 
editor  of  the  project. 


ARCHIVES  BRANCH 

The  1972-1974  biennium  in  the  Archives  Branch  was  marked  by 
an  increase  in  the  demand  for  its  services  and  the  implementation 
of  a  major  new  program.   The  biennium  was  one  of  solid  progress 
in  the  fields  of  service  to  the  public,  arrangement  and  descrip- 
tion of  records  and  manuscripts,  and  accessions  of  new  and  impor- 
tant collections.   A  broad-based  educational  program  was  begun, 
aimed  at  instructing  the  public  in  the  use  of  archival  materials. 
In  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Community  Colleges,  in- 
struction was  provided  and  the  availability  of  resources  was  made 
known  throughout  the  state.   With  no  additions  to  the  permanent 
staff,  the  Archives  Branch  was  able  to  meet  the  increased  demands 
for  services  but  at  the  expense  of  postponing  important  arrange- 
ment and  description  projects  and  delaying  replies  to  requests 
for  information.   Although  the  biennium  was  markedly  successful, 
the  branch  had  difficulty  in  providing  services  with  its  usual 
dispatch. 

The  number  of  researchers  served  in  the  Search  Room  in- 
creased by  approximately  13  percent  over  the  1970-1972  biennium, 
reaching  a  total  of  19,012.   This  figure  represents  an  increase 
of  75  percent  over  the  period  when  the  new  facility  was  opened  in 
1969.   The  number  of  letters  received  increased  by  approximately 
10  percent  over  the  previous  biennium  to  14,268,  an  increase  of 
38  percent  since  the  new  building  was  occupied.   Increased  use  of 
the  Search  Room  and  demand  for  copies  reduced  efficiency  of  the 
public  reference  services  of  the  Archives  Branch,  and  the  branch 
was  clearly  understaffed  for  the  efficient  accomplishment  of  this 
important  function. 

As  of  June  30,  1974,  the  Archives  stacks  were  effectively 
filled  to  capacity  with  approximately  24,500  linear  feet  of  ar- 
chival materials.   No  continuous  shelving  was  vacant;  county 
records  were  housed  in  areas  originally  designated  for  state 
agency  records;  certain  state  agency  records  were  housed  in 
Records  Center  boxes  on  the  floor  and  in  a  storeroom;  approxi- 
mately 1,100  cubic  feet  of  accessioned  archival  records  were 
housed  in  the  State  Records  Center;  and  approximately  4,000  cubic 
feet  of  records  scheduled  for  the  Archives  were  being  held  in  the 
Records  Center  for  want  of  shelf  space  in  the  Archives.   Comple- 
tion of  shelving  of  the  third  level  of  the  stacks  was  requested 
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in  1971  to  avoid  the  situation;  it  is  essential  that  the  area  be 
shelved  to  prevent  a  critical  situation  from  becoming  unmanage- 
able. 

Accessions  of  records  and  manuscripts  numbered  783  for  the 
biennium,  121  more  than  for  the  previous  biennium.   Among  signif- 
icant state  records  accessioned  were  Governors  Papers,  1970-1972; 
General  Assembly:  Legislative  Papers,  Bills  Passed  and  Failed, 
1919-1967;  Secretary  of  State:  Applications  for  Trademarks,  1903- 
1960,  Primary  Election  Abstracts,  1926-1954,  Oaths  of  Office, 
House  of  Representatives,  1939-1971;  Files  of  the  Executive  Man- 
sion; Records  of  the  North  Carolina  Sjmiphony  Society;  North  Car- 
olina Entries  for  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places;  and 
approximately  300  cubic  feet  of  records  of  the  Department  of 
Social  Services,  1919-1970. 

Some  significant  additions  to  the  collection  of  unofficial 
records  and  manuscripts  during  the  biennium  include:  the  Badgett 
Family  Papers;  the  Augustus  Clewell  Letters;  an  addition  to  the 
Luther  Hodges  Collection;  the  Euticus  Renn  Collection,  relating 
to  the  1968  presidential  candidacy  of  Eugene  McCarthy  in  North 
Carolina;  a  substantial  addition  to  the  W.  Kerr  Scott  Papers 
relating  to  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Scott;  the  H.  McGuire  Wood  Papers  and 
the  Frederick  R.  Mangold  Papers,  both  relating  to  Black  Mountain 
College;  the  Alida  F.  Fales  Papers;  the  Thomas  Newby  Papers;  the 
John  Dalton  Phillips  Collection;  the  William  G.  Parker  Papers; 
the  Darrell  L.  Taylor  Papers;  the  Dr.  James  Edward  Smoot  Collec- 
tion; and  a  letter  from  William  W.  Cooke  relating  to  the  trials 
of  the  Oregon  Trail.   Important  accessions  of  organization  rec- 
ords include  those  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  Inc.,  and  the 
North  Carolina  Federation  of  Music  Clubs. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  finding  aids  were  prepared  for  the 
Archives  collection  of  sound  recordings  and  motion  pictures,  col- 
lections that  previously  had  been  undescribed.   The  Archives 
Branch  also  prepared  descriptions  of  its  significant  collections 
for  the  National   Union  Catalog  of  Manuscript  Collections   pub- 
lished by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  American   Literary  Manu- 
scripts  published  by  the  University  of  Texas. 

An  important  undertaking  was  the  micropublication  of  physi- 
cist Reginald  A.  Fessenden's  extensive  papers  relating  to  the 
early  development  of  radio.   The  microfilm  was  nearly  completed, 
and  the  Archives  made  plans  to  present  a  copy  of  the  completed 
publication  to  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada,  Fessenden's  home 
country,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  of  American  Archivists  in 
Toronto  in  October,  1974.   Another  extensive  microfilm  undertaking 
was  the  annual  updating  of  the  W.  Dallas  Herring  Papers  relating 
to  Dr.  Herring's  tenure  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

In  addition  to  manning  the  Search  Room  and  describing  acces- 
sioned collections,  a  great  amount  of  time  was  devoted  to  a  pro- 
gram of  public  education  in  the  use  of  archival  resources.   The 
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Archives  conducted  conferences,  workshops,  seminars,  and  an  in- 
stitute for  advanced  researchers.  In  addition,  cooperation  was 
continued  with  the  Department  of  Community  Colleges,  and  speak- 
ers were  provided  both  in  the  field  and  at  the  Archives  for  the 
program  on  local  history  and  biography.  Approximately  2,000 
members  of  the  public  were  reached  directly  by  the  educational 
program  since  its  inception  in  the  fall  of  1972. 

A  new  undertaking  for  the  Archives  Branch  was  the  execution 
of  a  week- long  institute  for  advanced  researchers.  May  20-24, 
1974,  which  was  attended  by  twenty-nine  people  representing  seven 
states.   A  great  amount  of  time  and  effort  was  expended  by  the 
staff  of  the  Archives  Branch  and  from  all  indications  the  insti- 
tute was  well  received.   It  is  the  intention  to  repeat  the  insti- 
tute in  1975. 

The  Archives  was  host  to  the  South  Atlantic  Archives  and 
Records  Conference  in  May,  1973.   Representatives  of  South  Caro- 
lina, Georgia,  Florida,  and  Virginia  attended  as  did  representa- 
tives of  the  National  Archives  and  Records  Service  and  numerous 
private  institutions. 

Three  exhibits  were  constructed  in  the  biennium,  one  on  the 
Archives  and  Records  Program,  which  was  first  presented  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  of  American  Archivists  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  in  October,  1972,  and  subsequently  displayed  in  the  North 
Hills  Shopping  Center,  Raleigh,  as  a  part  of  the  "Salute  to  North 
Hills"  week,  October,  1973.   Two  small  tabletop  exhibits  were 
constructed,  one  entitled  "North  Carolina  and  the  Federal  Consti- 
tution," and  the  other  "Trademarks."  These  small  exhibits  were 
designed  for  portability;  to  draw  attention  to  groups  of  records 
in  the  Archives;  and  for  use  in  schools,  libraries,  and  similar 
places  throughout  the  state.   They  were  displayed  several  times 
in  different  places  as  a  part  of  the  educational  program. 

A  total  of  seven  Archives  Information  Circulars  was  prepared 
during  the  biennium:  Compiling  a  Genealogical   History,   by  Hugh 
B.  Johnston;  The  Study  and   Writing  of  a   County  or  Local  History; 
North  Carolina   Local   History:     A  Select  Bibliography,   by  George 
Stevenson;  North  Carolina   Courts  of  Law  and  Equity  Prior   to  1868, 
by  George  Stevenson  and  Ruby  D.  Arnold;  A  Select  Bibliography  for 
Genealogical  Research  in  North  Carolina,    by  George  Stevenson; 
Military  Personnel  Records  in   the  North  Carolina  State  Archives, 
1918-1964;    and  Maps  and  Other  Cartographic  Records  in   the  North 
Carolina  State  Archives,    by  George  Stevenson.   Extensive  revision 
and  republication  was  undertaken  for  two  earlier  Archives  Infor- 
mation Circulars:  North  Carolina   Census  Records,   1784-1890,    by 
Ellen  Z.  McGrew;  and  Records  Relating  to  Tennessee  in  the  North 
Carolina  State  Archives,   by  C.  F.  W.  Coker.   Circulation  of  Ar- 
chives publications  increased  greatly  in  the  biennium. 
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LOCAL  RECORDS  BRANCH 

The  Local  Records  Branch  is  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  developing  and  administering  a  program  of  archival  preserva- 
tion and  records  management  with  all  local  governmental  agencies 
throughout  the  state.   In  meeting  the  responsibilities  levied  by 
G.S.  121-5  and  G.S.  132-8.1,  the  program  offered  assistance  to 
all  local  governmental  agencies  in  matters  relating  to  the  cre- 
ation, utilization,  maintenance,  preservation,  and  disposal  of 
public  records.   The  program  was  designed  to  provide  essential 
security  to  records  deemed  to  have  permanent  value  and  to  provide 
a  safe  and  orderly  procedure  for  the  transfer  or  disposal  of 
records  no  longer  required  for  administrative  or  historical  pur- 
poses in  the  originating  offices. 

The  two  areas  of  involvement  of  the  staff  in  conducting  the 
program  revolved  around  (1)  microfilming  for  security  the  records 
of  permanent  value  in  the  courthouses  throughout  the  state  and 
(2)  the  appraisal,  arrangement,  and  description  of  records  which 
had  been  transferred  to  the  department  for  permanent  preservation. 

With  the  inception  of  the  security  microfilm  program  in  the 
summer  of  1959,  microfilm  camera  operators  began  their  visits  to 
the  courthouses  throughout  North  Carolina  to  microfilm  the  per- 
manently valuable  records  created  from  the  time  of  the  counties' 
formation  to  the  present.   This  phase  of  the  microfilm  program 
took  almost  twelve  years  to  complete. 

Immediately  upon  the  completion  of  the  first  phase,  the 
second  phase  of  the  program  was  begun.   It  is  concerned  with 
microfilming  those  records  of  permanent  value  which  had  been  cre- 
ated since  the  previous  filming  visit  to  a  county.   To  provide 
permanent  security  for  these  important  records,  this  facet  of  the 
program  will  be  a  continuing  one  with  a  planned  return  microfilm- 
ing visit  to  each  county  once  every  three  to  four  years.   This 
program  will  not  prevent  the  continued  loss  of  original  records 
to  fire  and  other  traditional  causes,  but  it  will  effectively 
eliminate  the  catastrophic  consequences  of  such  losses. 

Security  microfilming  under  the  second  phase  of  the  program 
progressed  steadily.   During  the  biennium,  the  records  of  forty- 
three  counties  were  microfilmed:   Alexander,  Anson,  Ashe,  Bladen, 
Brunswick,  Buncombe,  Cabarrus,  Caldwell,  Caswell,  Catawba,  Chero- 
kee, Chowan,  Columbus,  Cumberland,  Davidson,  Davie,  Forsyth, 
Gates,  Haywood,  Henderson,  Iredell,  Johnston,  McDowell,  Macon, 
Madison,  Montgomery,  New  Hanover,  Perquimans,  Polk,  Randolph, 
Richmond,  Robeson,  Rowan,  Sampson,  Stanly,  Surry,  Transylvania, 
Union,  Watauga,  Wayne,  Wilkes,  Wilson,  and  Yancey  counties.   As 
of  June  30,  1974,  phase  II  microfilming  had  been  completed  in 
sixty- two  of  the  100  counties. 

In  their  work  in  these  counties  during  the  biennium,  camera 
operators  exposed  3,837  reels  of  microfilm  which  contain  9,253 
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volumes  and  over  4.5  million  pages  of  valuable  administrative 
and  historical  records. 

While  work  was  going  on  in  the  counties,  municipal  officials 
were  invited  to  have  their  minutes  and  other  records  of  histori- 
cal value  microfilmed  for  security.   During  the  biennium,  the 
minutes  of  eleven  municipalities  were  microfilmed:   Asheboro, 
Bessemer  City,  Creedmoor,  Dallas,  Elizabeth  City,  Gastonia,  Glen 
Alpine,  Mt.  Airy,  Oxford,  Raleigh,  and  Walnut  Cove.   Greater 
acceptance  of  this  program  by  the  municipalities  is  a  major  goal 
for  the  coming  biennium. 

The  churches  of  the  state  were  offered  the  opportunity  of 
having  their  records  microfilmed  for  security,  a  service  provided 
without  cost  to  the  participating  churches  on  condition  that  time 
and  funds  were  available  for  the  work.   This  filming  ensured  the 
preservation  of  an  important  segment  of  the  life  of  North  Caro- 
linians.  During  the  biennium,  the  records  of  114  churches  were 
microfilmed,  and  the  negatives  were  filed  in  the  security  vault. 

Microfilm  created  by  branch  microfilmers  continued  to  be 
processed  by  the  Technical  Services  Branch  and  then  sent  to  the 
Local  Records  Branch  for  inspection,  arrangement,  correction,  and 
other  required  handling.   As  the  microfilm  was  received  from 
counties  now  in  phase  II  operations,  it  was  arranged  and  merged 
with  existing  film  created  under  the  first  microfilming  phase. 
During  this  process,  branch  personnel  renumbered  the  entire  col- 
lection of  security  microfilm  for  each  county  to  reflect  the 
current  indexing  system.   The  old  identification  system  did  not 
permit  easy  assimilation  of  other  records.   The  new  system  will 
permit  the  additi  n  of  records  for  future  years  in  a  logical  and 
simplified  manner. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Uniform  Judicial  Department  Act  of 
1965,  the  clerks  of  superior  court  are  required  to  record  on  16mm 
microfilm  documents  which  have  continuing  value.   The  arrange- 
ment requires  that  two  reels  of  microfilm  be  exposed  simulta- 
neously in  the  camera  and  the  film  be  processed  by  the  Eastman 
Kodak  Company  in  Charlotte.   One  copy  of  this  film  is  returned  to 
the  clerk  in  the  originating  county  and  the  other  reel  is  sent  to 
the  State  Archives  for  security  storage.   During  the  biennium, 
the  branch  received,  listed,  and  filed  in  the  security  vault 
2,255  reels  of  this  microfilm.   In  addition,  1,922  reels  were 
received  from  other  sources  and  filed  in  the  security  vault. 

The  repair  of  records  of  continuing  administrative  use  in 
the  counties  continued  to  be  an  appreciated  facet  of  service  to 
the  local  officials.   Records  that  required  it  were  repaired  and 
restored  by  the  Barrow  method  of  lamination  and  were  rebound  by 
a  commercial  binder  without  cost  to  the  local  agency  involved. 
After  such  repair,  the  records  are  serviceable  for  many  years  to 
come.  During  the  biennium,  72,872  pages  of  local  records  were 
restored  by  lamination.   The  contractural  relationship  with 
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Heckman  Bindery,  Inc.,  North  Manchester,  Indiana,  was  continued 
during  the  biennium;  and  the  firm  rebound  204  volumes  of  valuable 
county  records.   Since  the  local  records  program  began  in  1959, 
over  837,000  pages  of  permanently  valuable  records  have  been  re- 
stored, and  over  2,350  volumes  have  been  rebound,  all  without 
cost  to  the  local  agencies  involved. 

Steady  progress  continued  in  the  work  of  appraising,  arrang- 
ing, and  describing  original  local  records.   During  the  biennium, 
work  was  completed  on  1,547  Fibredex  boxes  of  unbound  records 
which  were  received  by  the  branch  during  the  current  and  preced- 
ing bienniums.   All  of  these  were  transferred  to  the  State  Ar- 
chives for  public  use.   Some  of  the  groups  worthy  of  special  note 
were  the  records  of  Camden,  Davidson,  Gates,  Orange  (Hillsborough 
District  Superior  Court),  Wayne,  Wilson,  and  Yadkin  counties. 

The  transfer  of  vast  quantities  of  valuable  records  from  the 
courthouses  throughout  the  state  continued  during  the  biennium. 
The  transfer  of  such  records  is  vital  for  two  reasons.   First,  it 
ensures  that  records  of  continuing  value  are  properly  preserved 
and  second,  it  makes  space  available  for  the  more  efficient  han- 
dling of  current  records  in  the  offices  of  local  government. 
Records  totaling  938  bound  volumes  and  625  cubic  feet  of  unbound 
records  were  received  from  the  counties.   Of  these,  bound  volumes 
were  repaired  as  necessary,  arranged,  described,  and  transferred 
to  the  State  Archives  for  public  use  as  they  were  received .   A 
small  quantity  of  the  unbound  records  received  during  the  bien- 
nium were  also  repaired  as  necessary,  arranged,  described,  and 
transferred  to  the  State  Archives.   Because  of  the  large  backlog 
of  records  received  in  previous  bienniums,  it  was  necessary  to 
store  most  of  the  unbound  records  to  await  arrangement  at  a  fu- 
ture period.   Preference  was  given  to  groups  of  records  which 
contained,  or  possibly  contained,  information  about  events  of  the 
American  Revolution.   Included  in  these  were  records  of  Orange, 
Gates,  Johnston,  and  Wake  counties. 

A  new  classification  was  created  for  local  records  received 
from  other  than  official  sources.   This  classification  alerts  the 
user  to  the  fact  that  the  records  have  been  out  of  official  cus- 
tody.  Eleven  Fibredex  boxes  containing  such  records  from  numer- 
ous counties  and  court  districts  were  received  from  various 
sources;  these  were  appraised,  arranged,  and  made  available  for 
public  use  immediately. 

The  head  of  the  Local  Records  Branch  and  other  staff  members 
continued  the  practice  of  attending  conventions  of  the  various 
associations  of  local  government  officials  and  addressing  the 
delegates  briefly  on  the  various  aspects  of  the  local  records 
program.   Such  functions  offered  excellent  opportunities  to  dis- 
cuss formally  and  informally  local  records  problems  of  mutual  con- 
cern.  In  addition  to  the  conventions,  eighty-six  visits  were 
made  to  North  Carolina  counties  and  municipalities  to  discuss 
specific  records  matters. 
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The  conventions  and  visits  enabled  the  branch  to  become  bet- 
ter acquainted  with  local  officials  and  to  keep  abreast  of  their 
problems.   It  also  provided  an  excellent  means  of  acquainting 
local  officials  with  the  functions  and  capabilities  of  the  depart- 
ment and  the  services  provided  in  their  behalf.   From  this  rela- 
tionship came  a  feeling  of  mutual  understanding  and  respect  which 
contributed  greatly  to  the  success  of  the  local  records  program. 

The  branch  has  done  exceedingly  well  since  its  establishment 
in  1959  in  its  program  of  providing  security  to  valuable  local 
records  by  microfilming  bound  records  and  by  appraising  and 
arranging  unbound  records.   In  scope  of  program  and  in  subsequent 
achievement,  it  has  few  peers.   There  is  much  work  to  be  done, 
however,  in  the  area  of  records  management  and  in  the  role  as 
adviser  to  local  government  agencies  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
creation  and  utilization  of  records.   Many  municipalities  and 
certain  county  agencies  need  strong  assistance  and  warm  encour- 
agement to  implement  and  carry  out  viable  records  management  pro- 
grams.  In  determining  practical  solutions  to  their  problems  of 
recording,  indexing,  and  retrieving  documents,  local  officials 
are  often  bewildered  as  to  the  advisability  of  installing  one 
particular  system  as  opposed  to  another.   Too,  developing  tech- 
nology in  the  industry  always  raises  the  fear  that  the  system 
chosen  may  be  utterly  obsolete  in  a  very  short  time.   To  meet  the 
statutory  obligation  imposed,  it  is  imperative  that  the  branch 
keep  abreast  of  the  rapid  developments  in  the  equipment  field  and 
in  the  practical  application  of  such  equipment  toward  the  solution 
of  local  agency  problems. 
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The  State  Records  Branch  continued  to  conduct  records  man- 
agement programs  for  the  identification,  retention,  preservation, 
and  disposition  of  the  records  of  state  agencies,  institutions, 
boards,  and  commissions;  to  operate  a  central  microfilm  service 
for  state  agencies  including  the  creation  and  administration  of 
a  central  microfile  of  engineering  plans  and  drawings;  and  to 
administer  the  State  Records  Center  as  a  low-cost  repository  for 
the  semiactive  and  noncurrent  records  of  state  agencies. 

For  most  of  the  biennium,  records  management  activities  re- 
lating to  records  creation,  utilization,  and  maintenance  in  state 
agencies  were  not  the  responsibility  of  the  branch.   These  acti- 
vities were  transferred  by  an  interdepartmental  agreement  dated 
June  A,  1970,  to  the  Department  of  Administration,  as  previously 
reported  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Biennial  Report.      The  1970  agree- 
ment was  rescinded  on  May  2,  1974,  at  the  recommendation  of  a 
consultant,  and  with  the  agreement  of  the  secretary.  Department 
of  Administration.   As  the  biennium  closed,  the  records  manage- 
ment program  was  returned  to  the  posture  and  scope  envisioned  in 
1961  and  defined  in  Chapter  132-8.1  of  the  General   Statutes. 
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The  State  Records  Branch  entered  the  biennium  with  emphasis 
centered  on  the  records  disposition  aspects  of  the  records  man- 
agement program.   This  was  done  not  only  to  comply  with  tne 
interdepartmental  agreement  mentioned  previously  but  out  of  sheer 
necessity  as  well.   Noncurrent  records  in  state  ag'  ■'cies  must  be 
transferred  to  the  State  Records  Center  when  scheaaled  as  part  of 
a  sound  records  disposition  program.   As  the  biennium  began,  the 
State  Records  Center  was  filled  to  its  desigrad  capacity.   The 
basic  challenge  was  to  determine  how  it  would  provide  the  re- 
quired space  for  noncurrent  records  storage  and  keep  the  records 
disposition  program  operating. 

As  a  first  step,  a  composite  profile  of  the  degree  and  scope 
of  compliance  with  the  records  disposition  schedule  by  each  state 
agency  was  compiled.   Included  was  an  analysis  of  the  schedule 
itself — when  written,  amended,  or  revised,  governing  statutes, 
audit  requirements,  date  of  last  audit,  and  whether  or  not  feder- 
ally related  programs  were  involved.   Next,  all  significant  pro- 
gram changes,  agency  reorganizations,  and  new  legislation  involv- 
ing responsibilities  and  functions  were  studied  to  ensure  that 
supportive  and  substantive  records  were  identified  in  the  current 
schedule.   Then,  the  retention  and  disposition  instructions  in 
the  schedule  were  reviewed  to  ensure  they  met  the  administrative, 
legal,  and  fiscal  requirements  and,  where  applicable,  that  fed- 
eral program  directives  were  adequately  provided  for  and  complied 
with.   Each  amendment  requiring  updating,  addition,  or  deletion 
was  identified.   This  was  followed  by  archival  appraisal  of  each 
records  series  in  the  agency  and  assurance  that  the  schedule  pro- 
vided for  the  preservation  of  all  valuable  records  the  agency 
created  or  received.   These  and  other  records  in  the  agency  which 
were  scheduled  for  transfer  to  the  Records  Center  were  listed 
with  the  date  of  the  last  transfer.   Records  of  the  agency  stored 
in  and  scheduled  for  destruction  by  the  State  Records  Center  were 
reviewed  to  ensure  that  action  had  been  completed.   Records  sched- 
uled for  destruction  in  and  by  each  agency  were  identified,  cut- 
off dates  of  destruction  listed,  and  prepared  for  verification  in 
each  agency.   Records  scheduled  for  microfilming  for  preservation 
or  security  purposes  were  listed  in  the  same  manner.   Dispersed 
security  copies  of  records  in  the  Records  Center  were  listed, 
dates  checked,  and  gaps  or  missing  documents  identified.   The 
Essential  Records  Plan  was  evaluated  in  the  same  way,  identifying 
proposed  additions,  deletions,  or  transfers  required  to  place  the 
program  in  compliance  and  on  a  current  basis.   Finally,  a  five- 
year  summary  of  records  holdings  was  made  starting  in  1971  and 
projected  through  1975. 

One  surprising  conclusion  from  an  analysis  of  the  agency 
profiles  was  that  even  with  a  Records  Center  filled  to  capacity, 
the  average  compliance  by  state  agencies  with  current  records  re- 
tention and  disposition  schedules  was  only  29  percent.   This 
raised  the  question  of  why  agencies  were  not  complying  with  their 
schedules  and  what  needed  to  be  done  to  get  them  to  do  so. 
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Agency  visits  were  increased ,  jumping  from  185  in  the  last 
biennium  to  over  A90  in  the  one  just  concluded.   Through  inter- 
views with  agency  records  officers,  files  technicians,  and  super- 
visors it  was  learned  that  at  the  working  level  many  agencies  did 
not  have  copies  of  their  schedules,  did  not  know  transfer  or 
amendment  procedures,  and  were  not  aware  of  the  records  manage- 
ment assistance  available  to  them.   Orientation  tours  of  the 
Records  Center  and  indoctrination  seminars  were  established. 
These  seminars  and  tours  were  focused  on  and  directed  to  the 
working  level  files  technicians  and  supervisors.  After  the  first 
six  sessions  it  was  realized  that  staff  limitations  precluded  a 
massive  program  so  a  compromise  was  developed.  Whenever  a  sched- 
ule was  written  or  a  major  revision  made,  an  executive  level  ori- 
entation was  conducted  for  the  agency  and  division  supervisors 
describing  the  management  information  in  a  records  disposition 
schedule,  its  purpose,  and  general  operation.   Then,  a  detailed 
seminar  on  the  operation  of  the  records  schedule  was  held  for 
each  staff  and  line  office  in  the  division  scheduled.  A  total  of 
fourteen  seminars  was  conducted  in  this  manner  in  addition  to  on- 
the-job  training  assistance  and  the  agency  visits. 

While  schedule  operation  was  being  emphasized  in  the  agen- 
cies, the  agency  profiles  were  applied  to  retention  periods  of 
records  stored  in  the  Records  Center.   In  many  instances,  revised 
or  new  legislation  had  reduced  the  retention  periods  or  elimi- 
nated the  requirement  for  certain  records  to  be  retained.   Some 
records  were  being  retained  well  beyond  the  period  of  administra- 
tive, fiscal,  or  legal  values.   Others  were  no  longer  required  to 
be  kept  because  the  programs  had  been  phased  out  or  terminated. 
Each  agency  with  records  in  these  categories  was  approached  and 
reduced  or  revised  retention  periods  were  negotiated.   Early  de- 
struction of  several  voluminous  records  series  resulted. 

At  the  end  of  1973,  initial  results  were  counted.   Scheduled 
destruction  of  records  in  and  by  the  agencies  jumped  1,066  cubic 
feet  over  the  previous  year — a  cost  avoidance  savings  of  $139,425, 
Most  significant  was  the  decline  in  the  creation  of  new  records 
in  the  agencies;  a  reduction  of  8,415  cubic  feet.   This  was  the 
largest  decline  since  inception  of  the  records  management  program. 
Had  these  records  been  created,  over  $90,000  in  filing  equipment 
and  7,212  square  feet  of  office  space  would  have  been  required  to 
house  them.   Had  these  records  been  sent  to  the  Records  Center, 
they  could  not  have  been  accommodated.   At  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  negotiated  early  destruction  and  revision  of  certain  re- 
tention periods  netted  a  further  reduction  of  over  7,000  cubic 
feet  of  state  records. 

Despite  these  reductions,  the  space  problem  was  not  success- 
fully resolved.   The  Records  Center  annually  receives  an  average 
of  9,000  cubic  feet  of  records.   Also  continued  implementation  of 
the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971  generated  additional, 
unprecedented  demands  for  space.   Before  the  biennium  terminated, 
over  24,000  cubic  feet  of  records  were  sent  to  the  Records  Center. 
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At  times  there  were  more  than  4,000  cubic  feet  of  records  in 
classroom  space  and  on  the  floor  in  the  stacks  rather  than  on 
shelves.   Only  with  an  adequate  facility  and  staff  can  the  prob- 
lem be  resolved.   Only  then  will  the  29  percent  compliance  with 
records  disposition  schedules  by  agencies  be  improved. 

An  informal  state  records  plan  was  devised  based  on  the 
experience  and  knowledge  gained  in  coping  with  the  records  dis- 
position problems.   The  plan  was  later  formalized  upon  recommen- 
dation of  the  Governor's  Efficiency  Study  Commission.   The  first 
objective  of  the  plan  encompassed  centralizing  control  of  the 
operation  of  records  disposition  schedules  in  the  State  Records 
Branch  rather  than  continuing  to  place  this  burden  on  the  agen- 
cies.  The  second  objective  was  to  establish  agency  compliance 
with  existing  schedules  for  the  destruction,  transfer,  micro- 
filming, and  preservation  of  their  records,  and  determine  what 
needed  to  be  done  to  place  each  agency  on  a  current  basis.   The 
third  objective  was  to  revise  reporting  requirements  and  pro- 
cedures and  to  centralize  the  compilation  and  maintenance  of  all 
growth  and  disposition  figures  in  the  State  Records  Branch.   The 
fourth  objective  was  to  devise  an  information  system  to  inform 
the  agencies  of  what  each  had  to  do  to  bring  their  schedules  into 
current  compliance  with  their  records  disposition  schedules.   The 
fifth  objective  was  to  revise  every  records  schedule  in  the  new 
standard  format  and  provide  a  capability  for  keeping  the  schedule 
updated  at  all  times.   The  sixth  objective  was  to  provide  a  sys- 
tematic method  of  reminding  each  agency  of  records  disposition 
actions  due  each  quarter.   The  seventh  objective  was  to  provide 
a  system  of  assistance,  follow-up,  and  analytical  reports  to  each 
agency  on  a  regular  and  frequent  basis  concerning  their  progress 
and  accomplishments  under  the  program.   The  eighth  objective  was 
to  standardize  the  scheduling  and  filing  of  all  state  records  to 
the  greatest  extent  possible.   The  ninth  objective  was  to  conduct 
recurring  seminars  for  state  agency  personnel  in  standardized 
filing  and  schedule  operation  procedures  at  intervals  frequent 
enough  to  encompass  ultimately  all  new  filing  technicians  hired 
each  month.   The  tenth  objective  was  to  increase  the  use  of  micro- 
forms by  state  agencies  and  to  improve  the  quality  of  microfilm 
produced  in  agencies  using  their  own  equipment. 

IXiring  the  biennium,  twelve  scheduling  projects  were  com- 
pleted or  were  in  the  appropriate  agency  for  final  signature. 
Six  records  disposition  schedules  were  written  for  the  first  time, 
most  as  a  result  of  reorganization:   the  Governor's  Highway  Safe- 
ty Program,  the  Intergovernmental  Relations  Coimnittee,  the  Sys- 
tems Management  Division,  the  Symphony  Society,  the  Management 
Information  System  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  the  Struc- 
tural Pest  Section  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Major  re- 
visions of  the  schedules  of  the  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabili- 
tation, Division  of  Social  Services,  Division  of  Highways,  and 
the  Office  of  Water  and  Air  Resources  were  also  made.  A  standard 
for  the  disposition  of  mental  health  facilities  was  completed, 
placing  the  records  of  four  mental  health  hospitals,  three 
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alcoholic  rehabilitation  units,  and  four  mental  retardation  cen- 
ters under  schedule  with  standardized  retention  and  disposition 
instructions.   Additionally,  the  Fiscal  Records  Standard  and  the 
Personnel  Records  Standard  were  completely  updated  and  revised, 
as  was  the  College  and  University  Records  Retention  and  Dis- 
position Schedule. 

There  were  eighty-nine  amendments  made  to  existing  records 
schedules  to  reflect  program  changes,  reorganization,  or  nego- 
tiated, reduced  retention  periods.   Over  15,000  cubic  feet  of 
records  were  inventoried  and  appraised  to  accomplish  the  schedul- 
ing and  amending  of  agency  records  reported. 

Fourteen  seminars  and  indoctrination  tours  of  the  State 
Records  Center  were  conducted. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  State  Records  Center  began 
operation  in  1956,  the  ratio  of  records  received  and  disposed  of 
was  virtually  1:1.   Actually,  99.3  percent  of  the  volume  of  re- 
cords received  was  disposed  of  by  destruction  or  transfer  to  the 
State  Archives.   This  was  almost  ideal  records  management  where- 
in for  every  cubic  foot  of  records  received,  a  like  amount  is  re- 
moved by  timely  disposition  action. 

The  State  Records  Center  received  24,679  cubic  feet  of  re- 
cords from  twenty-seven  separate  state  agencies  and  boards  during 
the  biennium.   In  all,  24,479  cubic  feet  of  records  were  disposed 
of — 23,909  cubic  feet  by  destruction,  and  570  cubic  feet  by  trans- 
fer to  the  State  Archives.   The  total  volume  of  records  in  the 
State  Records  Center  was  72,583  cubic  feet  at  the  close  of  the 
biennium.   The  State  Records  Center  sold  113.29  tons  of  mixed 
paper  and  4.3  tons  of  IBM  cards  for  recycling  as  part  of  the  re- 
cords disposition  program.   A  total  of  $1,634.53  was  realized 
from  these  transactions. 

The  Records  Center  staff  received  120,527  requests  for  ser- 
vicing of  or  information  from  records  stored  in  the  State  Records 
Center.   The  three  records  center  technicians  physically  re- 
trieved 131,035  documents  to  provide  this  service,  a  7  percent 
increase  over  the  last  biennium.   They  performed  132,693  refile 
or  interfile  operations. 

The  Central  Microfilm  Unit  completed  projects  for  thirty-two 
state  agencies,  boards,  and  commissions.   A  total  of  4,732,279 
Images  was  filmed  on  2,984  reels  of  16  mm.  microfilm.   An  addi- 
tional 400  duplicate  reels  of  16  mm.  microfilm  were  proofread. 

The  Central  Microfile  of  Engineering  Plans  and  Drawings  pro- 
ject filmed  115,793  images  on  221  reels  of  35  mm.  microfilm. 
Over  200  duplicate  reels  of  35  mm.  microfilm  were  proofread.   In 
addition,  47,239  aperture  cards  containing  plans  and  drawings 
were  prepared  and  added  to  the  microfile.   Over  32,000  duplicate 
aperture  cards  were  made  with  diazo  film  images.   There  were  588 
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references  made  to  the  central  microfile  during  the  biennium. 
The  first  request  for  reference  service  from  a  municipality  was 
performed  in  February,  1974,  for  the  town  of  Weaverville. 

The  microfilming  of  the  Adoption  Case  Records,  1956-1967, 
and  the  Indexed  Adoption  Case  Files,  FY1967-1968,  not  only  per- 
manently preserved  the  records  and  increased  the  confidentiality 
of  the  information  in  the  files  but  also  achieved  a  cost  reduc- 
tion savings  of  over  $29,000.   This  was  achieved  by  eliminating 
the  locking,  fireproof  file  cabinets  and  the  office  space  used  to 
store  the  hardcopy  records  which  were  destroyed  after  microfilm- 
ing. 

Some  of  the  microfilm  projects  filmed  for  permanent  preser- 
vation were  the  County  Letters  File  (Numbered)  and  the  County 
Letters  File  (Numbered  Index)  of  the  Division  of  Social  Services, 
Department  of  Human  Resources;  School  Plans,  1911- ,  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Public  Instruction,  Department  of  Public  Education;  and 
the  Index  to  Trademarks,  1903- ,  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  name 
but  a  few.   All  minutes  of  all  state  agencies,  boards,  and  com- 
missions were  filmed  to  update  existing  collections  while  some 
were  filmed  for  the  first  time. 

A  new  Recordak  Reliant  700  camera  was  added  to  the  microfilm 
equipment  inventory  of  the  State  Records  Branch  as  was  a  new  film 
splicing  machine,  aperture  card  mounter,  and  card-to-card  repro- 
ducer. Despite  the  new  additions,  the  Microfilm  Unit  was  plagued 
with  numerous  equipment  breaddowns  which  hampered  production.  As 
most  of  the  equipment  in  the  unit  is  over  ten  years  old,  the  new 
additions  were  well  received. 

There  were  still  some  5,000  cubic  feet  of  records  in  the 
Records  Center  awaiting  review  and  microfilming.   There  were  also 
numerous  microfilm  applications  which,  in  the  interest  of  economy 
and  space,  should  be  implemented  in  state  agencies. 

The  agency  studies  or  profiles  mentioned  earlier  also  im- 
pacted on  the  Microfilm  Unit  because  the  29  percent  compliance 
with  disposition  instructions  included  scheduled  microfilming 
projects  which  had  not  been  performed.   However,  staff  and  equip- 
ment limitations  in  the  Microfilm  Unit  precluded  full  accomplish- 
ment of  current  projects.   Without  additional  personnel  and  mod- 
ern equipment  to  produce  advanced  microforms  for  state  agencies, 
the  full  potential  of  the  service  cannot  be  realized  nor  can  all 
obligations  be  met. 

Although  the  responsibility  for  files  and  filing  was  not  re- 
turned to  the  department  until  May,  1974,  just  before  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  the  State  Records  Branch  was  conducting  five 
files  studies  for  state  agencies  at  the  end  of  the  biennium  and 
had  ten  additional  requests  for  files  assistance  pending  awaiting 
the  availability  of  records  management  analyst  staff. 
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The  biennium  was  one  of  the  best  for  the  records  management 
program  in  terms  of  support,  experience,  and  advancement.   For 
the  first  time  in  many  years,  significant  support  was  available 
in  the  form  of  major  equipment  and  specialized  supplies.   While 
not  always  in  the  exact  amounts  or  numbers  desired,  the  program 
was  supplied  and  actively  supported  with  innovations  and  plans 
for  future  solutions. 

The  real  key  to  records  management  from  the  standpoint  of 
schedule  operation  is  a  trained  records  management  analyst  or 
technician  in  the  agency  at  the  files  assisting  and  instructing 
the  agency  files  technician.   The  same  is  true  concerning  micro- 
film applications  and  procedures.   Toward  this  end,  proposals 
were  formulated  for  the  formation  of  a  specialist  staff  to  pro- 
vide the  services  to  agencies  on  a  regular  and  recurring  basis. 
These  services  had  been  provided  on  an  "as  time  permits"  basis 
in  the  past.   With  only  four  staff  members  to  provide  records 
management  services  to  seventeen  departments  with  over  150  divi- 
sions, and  thirty-two  independent  boards,  the  accomplishments — 
the  records  schedules  written,  revised,  and  amended,  the  semi- 
nars conducted,  and  the  amount  of  inventorying  completed — were 
truly  significant.   What  can  be  realized  in  cost  avoidance  sav- 
ings from  an  adequate  staff  fully  applying  the  total  spectrum  of 
records  management  principles  and  techniques  would  save  the  sal- 
aries paid  each  year  many  times  over. 


TECHNICAL  SERVICES  BRANCH 

The  Technical  Services  Branch,  consisting  of  the  Microfilm 
Processing  Laboratory,  the  Document  Restoration  Laboratory,  and 
the  Newspaper  Microfilm  Project,  continued  its  work  of  providing 
technical  support  to  the  other  branches  of  the  Archives  and  Re- 
cords Section  and  of  producing  microfilm  editions  of  North  Caro- 
lina newspapers.   The  staff  consisted  of  seven  full-time  employ- 
ees, including  the  assistant  archives  administrator  (technical 
services),  one  photographer  II,  one  photographer  I,  one  archives 
and  history  technician,  and  three  clerks  II. 

The  Newspaper  Microfilm  Project,  created  in  1959,  was  charg- 
ed with  the  responsibility  of  microfilming  all  known  issues  of 
North  Carolina  newspapers.   The  project  was  created  in  recogni- 
tion of  the  great  value  of  newspapers  as  historical  source  materi- 
als.  After  fifteen  years  of  operation,  more  than  1,000  titles 
have  been  microfilmed  and  made  available  to  the  public. 

During  this  biennium,  the  project  abandoned  its  random  method 
of  title  selection,  and  adopted  a  county-by-county  approach.   This 
change  was  made  so  that  the  project  could  perform  inventorying  and 
microfilming  in  an  orderly  and  comprehensive  fashion,  thereby 
planning  and  documenting  its  work  with  greater  effectiveness. 

The  project  produced  361  reels  of  microfilm  during  the 
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biennium,  and  the  following  counties  were  inventoried:   Chatham, 
Franklin,  Granville,  Harnett,  Lee,  Vance,  and  Warren.   All  avail- 
able issues  of  papers  published  in  these  counties  have  been  micro- 
filmed to  1950,  approximately,  and  are  available  to  researchers. 

In  May,  1971,  the  division  published  the  fourth  edition  of 
North  Carolina   Newspapers  on  Microfilm,    edited  by  Roger  C.  Jones. 
This  catalog  (still  in  print)  listed  all  newspapers  microfilmed 
by  the  Newspaper  Project  from  July  1,  1959,  through  June  30, 
1970.   Pages  183-185  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Biennial  Report,    1970- 
1972,  listed  newspapers  microfilmed  from  July  1,  1970,  through 
June  30,  1972.   A  complete  list  of  the  titles  filmed  during  this 
biennium  may  be  found  in  Appendix  IX,  p.  163. 

The  Microfilm  Processing  Laboratory  continued  its  work  of 
processing  all  microfilm  generated  by  the  various  units  of  the 
section.   Staff  members  of  the  laboratory  serve  as  technical  ad- 
visers in  all  matters  relating  to  microfilm  production  in  the 
division,  and  they  assist  in  the  training  of  camera  operators 
and  in  the  maintenance  of  all  microfilm  equipment  operated  by 
section  personnel. 

During  the  biennium  the  laboratory  output  of  processed  micro- 
film totaled  13,679  reels  amounting  to  1,333,340  linear  feet,  as 
follows:  3,156  reels  (306,200  feet)  of  16  mm.  negatives;  4,566 
reels  (451,160  feet)  of  35  mm.  negatives;  683  reels  (68,800  feet) 
of  16  mm.  duplicates;  4,355  reels  (421,000  feet)  of  35  mm.  dupli- 
cates; and  919  reels  (86,180  feet)  of  Kalvar  duplicates. 

Additionally,  the  laboratory  staff  produced  10,922  photostat 
copies,  2,738  paper  prints  from  microfilm,  and  microfilmed  126, 
729  images  as  requested  by  the  public  or  used  within  the  division. 

The  Document  Restoration  Laboratory,  utilizing  the  Barrow 
method  of  lamination,  repaired  and  restored  deteriorating  records, 
manuscripts,  newspapers,  and  other  materials.   The  laboratory 
served  as  an  important  part  of  the  county  records  program  of  the 
Local  Records  Branch  by  repairing  records  retained  by  the  counties, 
and  it  worked  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Archives  Branch  in 
restoring  to  useful  life  many  deteriorating  volumes  and  boxes  of 
loose  papers  which  otherwise  would  have  remained  too  fragile  to 
be  researched.   Colleges  and  universities  of  the  state,  and  the 
general  public  as  well,  were  permitted  to  use  the  services  of  the 
laboratory  for  a  fee. 

During  the  biennium  the  Document  Restoration  Laboratory 
deacidified  and  laminated  118,098  pages  of  deteriorating  paper. 
Of  these,  73,752  pages  were  county  records,  23,564  were  ncn- 
county  materials  in  the  Archives,  and  20,782  pages  were  materials 
laminated  for  260  state  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions, 
or  individuals  for  a  fee. 
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CIVIL  WAR  ROSTER 

Volume  IV  of  North  Carolina   Troops,   1861-1865:     A  Roster, 
containing  rosters  of  the  Fourth  through  the  Eighth  regiments  of 
North  Carolina  State  Troops  (Infantry),  was  published  on  June  22, 
1973.   The  unit  histories  preceding  the  roster  for  each  company, 
as  well  as  the  regimental  histories,  were  written  by  Dr.  Louis  H. 
Manarin,  who  served  as  editor  of  the  roster  project  from  its  in- 
ception until  February  1,  1970;  the  remainder  of  the  volume  was 
compiled  and  edited  by  the  present  editor,  Mr.  Weymouth  T.  Jor- 
dan, Jr.,  and  his  staff.   The  volume  contains  the  names  and  ser- 
vice records  of  approximately  9,000  North  Carolina  soldiers. 

Manuscript  for  Volume  V,  which  will  contain  rosters  for  the 
Eleventh  through  the  Fifteenth  regiments  of  North  Carolina  Troops 
(Infantry),  was  sent  to  the  printer  on  February  12,  1974,  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  the  volume  will  be  published  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1975.   The  volume  will  contain  approximately  9,000  names 
and  service  records. 

Concurrent  with  the  preparation  of  manuscript  for  Volume  V, 
the  abstracting  of  service  records  for  Volume  VI  went  forward; 
and  approximately  80  percent  of  the  service  records  that  will  be 
included  in  that  volume  had  been  abstracted  by  the  end  of  the 
biennium.   Volume  VI  will  contain  rosters  for  the  Sixteenth 
through  the  Eighteenth  regiments  of  North  Carolina  Troops  (Infan- 
try) and  for  the  Twentieth  through  the  Twenty-second  regiments  of 
North  Carolina  Troops  (Infantry) . 


PROFESSIONAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  staff  of  the  section  continued  to  participate  in  activi- 
ties of  professional  organizations  in  the  archival  and  records 
management  fields.   Mr.  Coker,  Mr.  Paul  Hoffman,  and  Mr.  George 
Stevenson  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Society  of  American  Archi- 
vists held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  October,  1972.   Dr.  Mitchell  and 
Mr.  Frank  Gatton  attended  the  meeting  of  the  same  organization 
in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  during  October,  1973.   In  1974  Dr.  Mit- 
chell served  as  chairman  of  the  Records  Management  Committee, 
Society  of  American  Archivists. 

Mr.  Donald  E.  Horton  attended  the  meetings  of  the  National 
Microfilm  Association  in  Detroit,  May,  1973,  and  Boston,  May, 
1974.   Dr.  Mitchell  also  attended  the  Detroit  meeting,  and  Mr. 
Gatton  attended  the  Boston  convention  and  exhibition. 

The  section  continued  to  support  the  Southeastern  Archives 
and  Records  Conference,  composed  of  archival  and  records  manage- 
ment personnel  of  Virginia,  North  and  South  Carolina,  Georgia, 
and  Florida.   The  May,  1973,  meeting  was  held  in  Raleigh,  at 
which  time  virtually  all  of  the  section  staff  participated.   The 
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1974  meeting  was  held  in  Atlanta,  and  twenty-one  staff  members 
attended. 

Miss  Suzanne  Smith  of  the  Archives  Branch  attended  the  Inter- 
national Council  on  Archives  held  in  Moscow  in  August,  1972. 
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Visitation  to  the  State  Archives  Search  Room  during  the  summer  months  in- 
creased markedly  in  recent  years.   The  regular  Search  Room  staff  was  assisted 
in  handling  the  unusually  heavy  workload  by  students  employed  for  the  purpose 
(above,  left).   The  Archives  Branch  prepared  a  series  of  table-top  exhibits 
for  special  occasions  such  as  the  bicentennial  of  the  First  Provincial  Conven- 
tion (above,  right). 


Researchers  in  the  State  Archives  Search  Room  used  not  only  the  original 
records  but  microfilm  copies  of  documents,  the  originals  of  which  were  else- 
where. 
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The  Local  Records  Branch,  Archives  and  Records  Section,  continued  its 
program  of  updating  the  security  microfilm  of  significant  county  records. 
(Top,  left),  branch  microfilm  operators  worked  in  county  courthouses,  where 
the  volumes  and  documents  were  filmed.   (Top,  right),  after  processing  in  the 
Technical  Services  Branch  laboratory,  the  film  was  proofread;  (bottom,  left), 
it  was  then  corrected  and  edited;  and  (bottom,  right)  it  was  stored  in  the 
Archives  and  History  security  vault. 
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In  addition  to  processing  and 
duplicating  microfilm,  the  Techni- 
cal Services  Branch,  Archives  and 
Records  Section  (top)  restored  dam- 
aged or  fragile  documents  and  micro- 
filmed North  Carolina  newspapers. 
The  State  Records  Branch,  in  the 
State  Records  Center,  stored  and 
serviced  noncurrent  records  of 
state  agencies  (center,  left,  and 
bottom)  and  microfilmed  state  re- 
cords, including  copies  of  plans 
and  blueprints  (center,  right). 


HISTORIC  SITES  AND  MUSEUMS  SECTION 
Bruce  MacDougal,  Acting  Historic  Sites  and  Museums  Administrator 


During  the  biennium  a  number  of  staff  changes  took  place  in 
the  Historic  Sites  and  Museums  Section.   In  addition,  there  were 
title  changes  resulting  from  state  government  reorganization. 
Mrs.  Joye  E.  Jordan,  who  had  served  as  chief  of  the  section,  was 
promoted  in  August,  1972,  to  assistant  director  of  the  Division 
of  Archives  and  History.   Replacing  her  was  John  G.  Zehmer,  Jr., 
who  formerly  served  as  her  assistant.   Samuel  P.  Townsend,  head 
of  the  Programs  Branch,  was  appointed  to  the  assistant  chief 
position.   Mr.  Zehmer  resigned  his  position  in  January,  1974; 
and  Bruce  MacDougal,  former  head  of  the  Research,  Restoration, 
and  Survey  Branch,  became  acting  chief.* 

The  major  activity  within  the  section,  in  particular  the 
Programs  Branch,  was  the  opening  of  the  mezzanine  exhibits  in 
late  1973.   This  marked  the  completion  of  the  exhibits  in  the 
Museum  of  History.   The  festivities,  long  awaited,  were  honored 
by  the  attendance  of  four  first  ladies.   At  the  sites,  the  reno- 
vation of  the  exhibits  programs  at  Aycock  was  completed,  and  the 
visitor  center  at  Caswell-Neuse   was  officially  opened.   The  sec- 
retary of  the  department  was  the  speaker  at  the  Aycock  dedica- 
tion, while  former  Senator  Tom  White  and  Representative  Dan 
Lilley  appeared  at  the  Caswell-Neuse   opening.   At  Town  Creek  new 
exhibits  were  in  final  design  stages  at  the  close  of  the 
biennium. 

The  survey  staff  prepared  152  nominations  to  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places,  128  of  which  were  entered  in  the 
register,  with  the  remainder  in  process  in  Washington  at  the  end 
of  the  biennium.   Two  properties  were  entered  on  the  National 
Register  through  nominations  by  other  federal  agencies,  with 


*Effective  July  1,  1974,  the  historic. Sites  and  Museums  Section  was 
divided  into  separate  sections.   Mr.  MacDougal  was  named  chief  of  the  Historic 
Sites  Section  and  John  D.  Ellington  was  appointed  chief  of  the  Museums  Sec- 
tion.  Mr.  Townsend  remained  as  the  assistant  chief  in  the  Historic  Sites 
Section.   Additional  reorganization  in  the  Historic  Sites  Section  put 
Catherine  W.  Cockshutt,  A.  L.  Honeycutt,  Jr.,  and  Larry  G.  Misenheimer  in 
charge  of  the  newly  created  Survey,  Research  and  Restoration,  and  Historic 
Sites  Interpretation  branches,  respectively.   In  the  Museums  Section,  Natalie 
G.  Miller,  William  R.  Frick,  Keith  D.  Strawn,  and  J.  Ronald  Holland  were  de- 
signated heads  of  the  Education,  Exhibits,  Collections,  and  Audiovisual  Media 
Services  branches,  respectively.   For  the  purposes  of  this  report,  titles 
used  and  activities  described  will  be  those  of  the  combined  section  as  it 
existed  before  July  1,  1974. 
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comments  and  assistance  provided  by  the  survey  staff.   Fourteen 
historic  districts  were  among  the  nominations  inasmuch  as  the 
National  Register  directed  efforts,  where  feasible,  toward  dis- 
tricts rather  than  large  numbers  of  individual  nominations. 
Activity  continued  to  increase  in  the  environmental  review 
process,  averaging  100  per  month. 

In  September,  1973,  the  Archaeology  Section  was  created, 
removing  archaeological  responsibilities  from  the  Historic  Sites 
and  Museums  Section.   All  activities  in  this  category  for  the 
biennium  will  be  reported  by  that  section. 

During  the  past  biennium,  the  Historic  Sites  and  Museums 
Section  was  involved  in  controversies  regarding  the  preservation 
of  two  Raleigh  landmarks  and  National  Register  properties — the 
Lewis-Smith  House,  a  Greek  Revival  style  house  built  in  1854, 
and  the  Seaboard  Coast  Line  Office  Building.   Both  were  in  dan- 
ger of  destruction  because  of  the  scheduled  construction  of  the 
state  office  mall.   The  Historical  Commission  supported  the 
staff's  position  with  resolutions  encouraging  the  preservation 
of  each.   The  Lewis-Smith  House  was  moved  in  June,  1974.   No 
determination  had  been  made  prior  to  June  30,  1974,  concerning 
the  Seaboard  Building.   In  both  instances,  staff  members  not 
only  made  presentations  to  the  Historical  Commission  advocating 
the  preservation  but  also  assisted  other  historical  groups  in 
their  discussions  and  programs  by  providing  slides  and  data. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1973  and  early  part  of  1974,  the 
Historic  Sites  and  Museums  Section  was  engaged  in  the  compila- 
tion of  the  North  Carolina  Historic  Preservation  Plan  for  sub- 
mission to  the  National  Register  in  Washington,  D.C.,  under  the 
provision  of  P.L.  89-665.   Three  volumes  of  this  plan — Volume  I, 
Historical  Background;  Volume  II,  Inventory;  and  Volume  III, 
Fiscal  Year  1975  Preservation  Program — were  the  joint  effort  of 
the  survey  and  restoration  units,  coordinated  by  the  section 
chief  and  state  historic  preservation  officer.   This  monumental 
effort  involved  setting  forth  the  history,  philosophy,  and 
program  of  historic  preservation  as  it  evolved  in  North  Carolina, 
as  well  as  an  inventory  of  all  properties  in  each  of  the  100 
counties  which  were  considered  to  be  of  historical  or  architec- 
tural significance  according  to  a  thematic  framework.   Routine 
work  virtually  ceased  at  times  as  all  concerned  staff  members 
participated  in  the  piecing  together  of  this  600-page  report. 

Another  voluminous  report  was  the  result  of  research  rela- 
ting to  Halifax  in  preparation  for  the  April,  1976,  bicenten- 
nial celebration  there.   Most  phases  of  the  research  were  com- 
pleted, and  the  research  report  is  available  for  use  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  development  of  the  site. 

In  June  of  1974  the  Department  of  Cultural  Resources 
cooperated  with  the  filming  efforts  of  NP ACT-BBC  in  the  taping 
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of  "The  Impeachment  of  Andrew  Johnson."   Some  of  the  staff 
members  of  the  Historic  Sites  and  Museums  Section  assisted  in 
the  arrangements  for  the  use  of  the  State  Capitol  and  authentic 
artifacts.   This  film  centered  on  the  dramatization  of  the  1868 
Senate  trial  which  sought  to  convict  President  Johnson.   The 
North  Carolina  State  Capitol,  which  was  completed  in  1840,  was 
selected  as  a  filming  site  because  of  its  identification  with 
the  era  and  also  because  of  its  similarity  to  the  United  States 
Senate  Chamber,  which  is  closed  to  filming.   "Impeachment," 
shown  on  PBS  television  on  July  1,  was  one  of  a  series  of  docu- 
mentaries being  produced  by  NP ACT-BBC. 

The  section  continued  to  participate  in  the  American 
Association  for  State  and  Local  History's  annual  presentation 
of  awards  of  merit  and  certificates  of  commendation.   In  1973 
five  nominations  were  prepared,  and  in  1974  the  section  sub- 
mitted three.   The  awards  were  presented  as  part  of  the  annual 
Culture  Week  activities  held  in  Raleigh. 

The  Historic  Preservation  Society  of  North  Carolina,  Inc., 
continued  to  play  an  important  role  in  preservation  activities 
of  the  state.   The  chief  of  the  Historic  Sites  and  Museums 
Section,  by  virtue  of  his  position,  serves  as  secretary- 
treasurer.   In  an  effort  to  identify  itself  further  with  res- 
toration and  preservation,  the  society — formerly  known  as  the 
North  Carolina  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  Antiquities — 
changed  its  name  in  1974. 


PROGRAMS  BRANCH 

The  work  of  the  branch  was  mainly  in  two  areas,  the  up- 
grading and  expansion  of  the  interpretive  programs  of  the  North 
Carolina  Museimi  of  History  and  the  renovation  and  maintenance  of 
exhibits  in  the  visitor  centers  at  the  state  historic  sites. 
Secondary  projects  were  the  improvement  of  the  public  image  of 
the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History,  the  increased  acquisition 
and  preservation  of  artifacts  significant  to  state  history,  and 
the  expansion  of  museum  services.   These  functions  were  carried 
out  by  three  units — Education,  Exhibits,  and  Collections;  and 
two  subunits  handling  audiovisuals  and  photography. 

COLLECTIONS 

The  major  interest  of  the  Collections  Unit  was  in  artifact 
preservation  and  renovation  of  storage  facilities.   The  mezzanine 
exhibits  were  the  largest  single  preservation  project;  the  Dodge 
Silver  Shop  tools  required  the  work  of  two  men  for  three  months. 
The  preservation  of  the  Johnston  carriage  was  also  a  major  pro- 
ject.  The  museum's  entire  leather  collection  was  also  treated, 
and  the  revamping  of  the  Confederate  and  Southern  States  cur- 
rency collections  was  under  way.   The  relocation  of  the  small 
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papers  collections  was  almost  completed,  and  a  new  system  for 
storing  the  jewelry  and  medals  collections  was  started. 

A  basic  furnishing  plan  for  the  Joel  Lane  House  was  pre- 
pared, and  research  projects  were  carried  out  for  Historic  Bath, 
Somerset  Place,  and  the  James  Iredell  House.   A  brochure  was 
also  compiled  listing  the  furnishings  needed  at  the  Iredell 
House  in  Edenton. 

Accessions 

A  major  collection  of  special  interest  loaned  to  the  museum 
by  William  W.  Dodge  III  was  his  father's  silversmith  tools  and 
equipment.   These  items  were  displayed  on  the  mezzanine  in  a  re- 
creation of  the  Dodge  Silver  Shop  in  Asheville  during  the  1920s. 
Other  collections  of  special  interest  included  three  Chinese 
blue  vases  donated  by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Broughton;  a  pair  of  Waterford 
glass  wassail  bowls  given  by  Mrs.  Verne  Caviness;  and  a  Spanish 
miquelet  donated  by  Martha  P.  Cooper,  Jean  P.  Clarke,  and  Mary 
Alice  P.  Rooney.   The  total  number  of  accessions  was  2,725. 

Photography 

A  sharp  increase  in  requests  for  photographic  services  oc- 
curred during  the  past  two  years,  particularly  in  negative 
exposures  and  color  slide  production.   The  photography  subunit 
also  assumed  much  of  the  photographic  mural  production  from  the 
Exhibits  Unit.   Negatives  totaling  24,708  were  exposed;  27,286 
prints  were  made;  and  17,154  color  slides  were  produced.   Over 
40,000  negatives  were  accessioned  and  placed  in  the  photographic 
archives. 

Pveservation 

A  great  deal  of  emphasis  was  placed  on  perfecting  the 
museum  preservation  laboratories.   The  four  separate  rooms 
making  up  the  suite  of  labs  had  new  lighting  systems  installed 
and  ventilation  systems  altered.   Of  major  importance  was  the 
build-up  of  equipment  and  supplies.   In  the  last  year,  the 
museum  preservation  laboratory  received  more  than  twice  the 
tools,  chemicals,  clothing,  furniture,  machines,  and  supplies 
than  had  been  received  in  all  the  years  prior  to  this  biennium. 

EDUCATION 

Expansion  of  existing  interpretive  programs  and  the  crea- 
tion of  new  ones  were  emphasized.   A  broadening  of  the  docent 
program  both  in  number  of  volunteers  and  areas  of  volunteer 
participation  occurred,  as  a  result  of  which  museum  interpreta- 
tion through  guided  tours  more  than  doubled.   A  series  of  free 
Sunday  afternoon  programs  for  the  public  began  in  March,  1973, 
increasing  the  Sunday  afternoon  visitation  to  12,480. 

Visitation 

There  was  a  decline  in  student  visitation  during  the  second 
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year  of  the  biennium  due  to  an  apparent  de-emphasis  on  North 
Carolina  history  in  the  public  schools,  and  the  fuel  shortage. 
Organized  groups  which  toured  the  museum  numbered  1,939  (totaling 
105,408  students).   Guided  tours  doubled  each  year:   in  1972- 
1973,  158  guided  tours  were  given;  in  1973-1974,  310. 

General  visitation  numbered  198,122.   Again,  because  of  the 
energy  crisis,  there  was  a  decrease  in  out-of-state  visitors; 
however,  it  was  more  than  compensated  for  by  an  increase  in 
local  return  visits. 

Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian  Association 

Membership  in  the  Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian  Association 
grew  each  year  with  a  total  membership  at  the  end  of  the  1973- 
1974  school  year  of  2,100  in  sixty-one  clubs.   The  eight  edi- 
tions of  the  Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian   magazine  covered  the 
following  topics:   "North  Carolina  State  Fair,"  "Campaigns  and 
Campaigners,"  "North  Carolina  First  Ladies,"  "Historic  Sites," 
"The  Counties,"  "Cities  and  Towns,"  "Museums,"  and  "Recreation." 

In  1973,  for  the  first  time,  the  magazine  was  sent  to  each 
club  member  rather  than  one  magazine  per  ten  members. 

At  the  second  and  third  annual  Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian 
Day  awards  were  given  for  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  annual  Tar 
Heel  Junior  Historian  Literary  and  Arts  Contests  sponsored  by 
the  North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  Association.   The 
meeting  was  held  in  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History  in 
1973,  and  at  Yates  Mill  near  Raleigh  in  1974.   Over  250  junior 
historians  and  advisers  attended  the  1974  festivities,  the  lar- 
gest gathering  of  association  members  to  date.   In  1974  the 
Bloomsbury  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Revolution  in  Raleigh 
initiated  book  awards  for  projects  in  the  recording  of  local 
visual  history  and  for  service  hours  to  the  community. 

The  association  staff  worked  closely  with  members  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  in  publicizing  the  benefits  of 
club  membership  at  summer  regional  principals'  meetings.   Letters 
about  the  program  and  manuals  were  sent  to  approximately  250 
private  schools  with  a  cover  memorandum  from  the  coordinator  of 
nonpublic  schools  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.   Work- 
shops promoting  the  junior  historian  program  were  held  in  Snow 
Hill,  Salisbury,  Raleigh,  and  Winston-Salem. 

Audiovisual  Program 

New  sound/slide  orientation  programs  were  produced  for 
three  state  historic  sites — Caswell-Zl/ewse,  Tryon  Palace,  and 
Aycock  Birthplace.   Two  of  these  programs,  Tryon  Palace  and 
Aycock  Birthplace,  were  equipped  with  a  new  programmer/ tape  unit 
developed  in  conjunction  with  an  engineering  consultant  and  con- 
structed in  the  audiovisual  office  shop. 
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A  variety  of  new  programs  were  developed  and/or  produced 
for  the  Museum  of  History — an  interim  sound/slide  program  on  the 
Civil  War,  a  new  sound/slide  program  for  the  Mobile  Museum  of 
History,  and  the  production  of  a  new  school-group  presentation. 
The  Communications  Exhibit  (COMMEX)  electronics  programming  sys- 
tem was  completely  redesigned  and  rebuilt,  and  a  replacement 
sound/slide  program  was  installed. 

Several  projects  involved  state  units  other  than  Historic 
Sites  and  Museums.   Approximately  1,000  feet  of  film  were  shot 
documenting  exterior  restoration  of  the  State  Capitol.   A  one- 
shot  slide  presentation  for  the  North  Carolina  Arts  Council  was 
produced,  and  available  footage  on  the  "Blue  Ridge  Gate"  was 
edited  and  a  "scratch"  soundtrack  produced.   (This  film  was 
being  produce.d  for  the  Mountain  Gateway  Museum  at  Old  Fort.) 

A  film  for  the  State  Library  was  shortened,  and  a  new 
script  and  soundtrack  were  provided.   The  audiovisual  specialist 
was  a  consultant,  coproducer,  and  coeditor  of  a  film  tentatively 
titled  "Wilson — R/UDAT."  This  film,  which  documented  a  national 
planning  team's  visit  to  Wilson,  was  being  produced  for  the  De- 
partment of  Natural  and  Economic  Resources,  Division  of  Community 
Services.   The  audiovisual  specialist  also  furnished  consultation 
and  scripting  services  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
A  study  and  report  was  done  for  the  secretary  of  the  Department 
of  Cultural  Resources  to  determine  the  scope  and  problems  of 
film  production  and  distribution  within  the  department. 

The  audiovisual  office  also  assumed  two  new  operational 
functions:   the  ordering  and  disbursal  on  a  quarterly  basis  of 
all  photographic  and  audiovisual  supplies  and  materials  for 
Historic  Sites  and  Museums,  Archives,  and  Archaeology;  and  the 
establishment  of  an  audiovisual  equipment  "loan"  depot  and  equip- 
ment location  system. 

Staff  Research  Room 

The  collection  grew  by  124  volumes,  ranging  from  technical 
journals  on  underwater  archaeology  to  books  depicting  period 
fashions. 

Research  projects  included  the  North  Carolina  textile  in- 
dustry, "Tom  Day,  Cabinetmaker,"  early  exploration  of  North 
Carolina,  Revolutionary  War  uniforms.  Civil  War  projectiles,  the 
impact  of  movies  on  life  during  the  Depression,  mail  order 
catalogs  and  their  effect  on  rural  North  Carolina,  the  Lafayette 
Escadrille,  and  colonial  brickmaking. 

Museum  Extension  Service 

The  number  of  audiovisuals  loaned  in  1972-1974  was  2,070, 
double  that  of  the  1970-1972  biennium  figure  of  1,311. 
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Two  new  slide  programs,  "North  Carolina  Etchings  by  Louis 
Orr"  and  "Colonial  Crafts,"  were  added;  and  the  museum  orienta- 
tion programs  were  revised  three  times.   Six  duplicate  copies 
of  existing  programs  were  put  into  circulation. 

Mobile  Museim  of  History 

Exhibits  were  changed  in  the  mobile  unit  in  the  second  half 
of  the  biennium.   An  official  opening  was  held  on  March  7,  1974, 
at  the  Polk  Youth  Center  in  Raleigh  for  the  new  exhibit,  "The 
Story  of  Archaeology."  Mobile  visitation  for  the  biennium 
totaled  97,711,  a  drop  in  attendance  of  35,886  caused  by  lack  of 
funds  and  a  four-month  shutdown  for  exhibit  change.   A  new 
tractor  unit  was  acquired  and  extensive  repairs  were  made  to 
the  van  roof . 

Special  Programs  and  Receptions 

In  March,  1973,  a  series  of  free  Sunday  afternoon  programs 
entitled  "Month  of  Sundays"  was  begun.   The  success  and  need  for 
such  a  program  is  shown  by  the  average  attendance  of  100  at  each 
of  the  sixty-nine  programs  that  followed,  much  of  which  was 
return  visitation. 

In  November,  1973,  Miss  Debbie  Smith  gave  Sunday  afternoon 
demonstrations  of  pottery  throwing  using  a  kick  wheel. 

In  1972  the  general  reception  for  Culture  Week  was  catered 
by  the  Programs  Branch  staff  and  museum  docents. 

In  October,  1973,  the  Programs  Branch  was  host  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Southeastern  Museums  Conference.   A  one- 
day  seminar  on  museum  problems  and  operations,  as  well  as  a 
luncheon  and  reception,  was  presented  by  staff  members. 

The  first  semiannual  reception  honoring  the  museum  docents 
was  held  on  April  20,  1974.   Two  additional  receptions  were  given 
in  conjunction  with  the  opening  of  the  mezzanine  exhibits  and  the 
Ben  Owen  pottery  exhibition. 

Docents^   Special  Training  Programs 

Classes  for  museum  docents  were  held  for  members  of  the 
Raleigh  Junior  League  and  the  Raleigh  Fine  Arts  Society,  as  well 
as  for  unaffiliated  volunteers.   Museiim  docents  assist  with 
guided  tours,  extension  services,  artifact  preservation,  the 
sales  desk,  receptions  and  conferences,  exhibit  installation, 
and  graphics.  A  quarterly  decent  newsletter  and  training  in 
pottery  throwing  for  docents  and  staff  began  in  1973. 

Girl  Scouts  from  Troop  487  assisted  with  various  museum 
projects  and  conducted  guided  tours. 

The  Meredith  College  intern  semester  held  biennially  began 
August  30,  1973.   Twelve  students  spent  October  with  the  museum 
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staff  working  on  projects  and  learning  the  functions  of  the 
branch.   In  January,  1974,  two  interns  from  Mars  Hill  College, 
and  in  February  one  from  Converse  College,  Spartanburg,  South 
Carolina,  were  instructed  in  the  museum's  programs.   Museum 
staff  members  also  conducted  docent  classes  for  Executive 
Mansion  tours  for  members  of  the  Raleigh  Fine  Arts  Society, 
Junior  Woman's  Club  of  Raleigh,  Inc.,  and  the  Raleigh  Jaycettes. 

EXHIBITS 

The  completion  of  the  exhibits  for  the  North  Carolina 
Museum  of  History  and  the  revision  of  exhibits  at  two  state 
historic  sites  were  the  main  concern  of  the  Exhibits  Unit. 

Pevmanent  Exhib-its 

The  first  floor  of  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History  was 
completed  with  the  installation  of  exhibits  from  "Federal 
Architecture"  through  the  administration  of  Governor  Luther  H. 
Hodges.   A  three-part  exhibit  was  installed  on  the  mezzanine: 
period  shops,  offices,  and  rooms;  "First  Family  Fashions";  and 
transportation.   The  period  shops  include  a  1920  doctor's  office, 
a  1920  dentist's  office,  a  1910  photography  studio,  an  1840  log 
house,  a  turn-of-the-century  woodworking  shop,  tobacconist  and 
toy  shop  windows,  and  a  representation  of  the  Dodge  Silversmith 
Shop  in  Asheville.   A  series  of  rooms  from  the  late  eighteenth 
century  to  the  present  was  constructed  to  house  the  first  ladies' 
gowns.   Each  room  was  researched  to  provide  an  accurate  example 
of  life  in  North  Carolina  of  the  period  and  to  set  off  properly 
the  respective  fashions.   A  transportation  exhibit  was  completed 
using  vehicles  ranging  from  an  1840  coach  to  a  1973  gyrocopter. 
A  special  bicycle  display  was  installed  near  the  lobby  entrance. 

Historic  Site  Visitor  Centers 

New  exhibits  were  designed,  constructed,  and  installed  at 
the  Governor  Aycock  Birthplace  and  the  C.S.S.  Neuse   visitor 
centers.   Exhibits  at  the  Governor  Richard  Caswell  Memorial  were 
renovated.   New  exhibits  for  the  Town  Creek  Indian  Mound  visitor 
center  were  designed. 

Special  Exhibits 

A  number  of  temporary  exhibitions  were  installed  in  the 
North  Carolina  Museum  of  History:   "Ben  Owen,  Master  Potter," 
two  Christmas  exhibits,  a  Marine  combat  art  exhibit,  an  exhibit 
on  hard-to-identify  objects,  a  display  of  Iredell  family  memora- 
bilia, and  topical  exhibitions  of  Valentines,  colonial  currency, 
and  new  acquisitions.   A  series  of  traveling  exhibits  was 
designed  and  constructed  for  the  Bicentennial  Commission — 
"Coinage  in  Colonial  Carolina"  and  "Revolutionary  Arms  in  North 
Carolina";  and  for  the  Archives  and  Records  Section — "Early 
Trademarks"  and  "North  Carolina  and  the  Constitution." 

A  new  exhibit,  "Archaeology  in  North  Carolina,"  was  in- 
stalled in  the  Mobile  Museum  of  History. 
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Exhibits  in  Allied  Fields 

The  unit  assisted  with  the  design  and  installation  of  the 
department's  exhibition  in  the  North  Hills  Shopping  Mall  en- 
titled "A  Salute  to  North  Carolina."  Consultations  were  held 
with  personnel  from  the  Stanly  County  Historical  Museum,  the 
Rowan  Museum,  the  Fayetteville  Arsenal,  and  the  High  Point 
Museum. 

Unit  personnel  conducted  exhibit  workshops  in  conjunction 
with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Southeastern  Museums  Conference, 
hosted  by  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History. 

Related  Projects 

A  large  number  of  requests  for  picture  framing  and  matting, 
sign  printing,  special  repairs  and  alterations,  and  illustra- 
tions for  pamphlets  and  brochures,  were  also  filled. 


OPERATIONS  BRANCH 

With  the  addition  of  Fort  Dobbs,  the  state  historic  sites 

administered  by  the  Operations  Branch  numbered  seventeen.   The 

branch  was  also  cooperating  in  the  development  of  Reed  Gold  Mine 
and  Duke  Homestead. 

Two  new  site  managers  and  two  grounds  maintenance  men  were 
authorized  and  hired. 

The  exhibits  and  audiovisual  programs  were  completed  and 
installed  at  the  C.S.S.  Neuse   visitor  center  with  the  official 
opening  being  held  October  22,  1972.   The  visitor  center  at 
Aycock  Birthplace  was  completely  renovated;  and  the  official 
reopening  was  held  April  18,  197A,  with  the  secretary  of  the 
department  as  speaker . 

The  position  of  western  representative  was  officially 
established  and  offices  leased  at  the  Hayes  Memorial  Cabin, 
Asheville. 

Visitation  at  the  state  historic  sites  for  the  first  year 
of  the  biennium  was  507,307;  the  second  year,  480,449,  for  a 
total  of  987,756.   The  decrease  in  the  second  year  was  attribu- 
table in  part  to  the  energy  crisis.   However,  this  was  an  in- 
crease of  87,876  in  visitation  over  the  1970-1972  biennium. 
Admission  fees  collected  at  Historic  Bath  (the  only  site  with 
an  admission  charge)  amounted  to  $14,837.25. 

SITE  REPORTS 

Alamanoe  Battleground 

A  reproduction  of  an  eighteenth  century  rifle  was  procured 
and  demonstrations  with  imitation  bullets  were  begun  on  a 
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regularly  scheduled  basis.   The  Homesteaders  Club  of  Alamance 
Battleground  sponsored  "living  history"  programs  each  Sunday 
during  July,  1973,  and  May,  1974.   Activities  demonstrated  were 
carding,  crocheting,  embroidering,  handweaving,  broom  making, 
piecing  quilts,  and  drying  fruits  and  vegetables. 

Ay cock  Birthplace 

A  heating  system  employing  the  pot-bellied  stove  was  in- 
stalled in  the  schoolhouse,  the  interior  was  painted,  new  window 
shades  were  installed,  and  new  desks  were  made  and  stained.   A 
new  audiovisual  program  was  officially  opened  in  January,  1974, 
and  new  exhibits  were  installed  in  the  visitor  center.   The 
visitor  center  was  renovated  with  new  fixtures  throughout.   Six 
concrete  picnic  tables  were  donated  to  the  site  by  the  Aycock 
Commission.   The  loom  in  the  kitchen  was  threaded  and  weaving 
demonstrations  performed  daily. 

Historic  Bath 

Restoration  work  was  started  on  the  Van  Der  Veer  House,  and 
the  exterior  should  be  complete  early  in  the  next  biennium.   The 
Palmer  Marsh  and  Bonner  houses  were  painted.   One  Historic  Bath 
Commission  meeting  was  held  at  the  site.  The  old  visitor  center 
was  remodeled,  and  store  front  windows  were  installed  with  a 
collection  from  the  local  area. 

Bennett  Place 

Plans  were  completed  for  the  storage-maintenance  buildings 
and  site  manager's  residence,  but  they  could  not  go  out  for  bid 
because  of  problems  with  construction  of  the  sewer  system. 
Plans  were  under  way  to  purchase  the  brick  house  and  garage  lo- 
cated next  to  the  site.   Five  picnic  tables  were  donated  by  five 
businesses  through  the  Durham  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Bentonville  Battleground 

Restoration  of  the  kitchen  and  slave  quarters  was  started 
and  should  be  complete  in  late  1974.   The  blinds  and  porches  at 
Harper  House  were  repaired  and  the  house  painted.   The  visitor 
center  will  be  painted  in  1974. 

Brunswick  Town 

A  plaque  recognizing  the  gifts  of  the  Sprunt  family  and  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  for  the  land  on  which  the  site 
is  located  was  installed  in  the  lobby  of  the  visitor  center.   The 
Wilmington  Episcopal  Development  Commission  sponsored  two  worship 
services  in  the  ruins  of  St.  Philip's  Church.   Materials  to  re- 
build all  bridges  at  the  site  were  delivered  and  work  was  begun. 
Mrs.  Patrick  Welder  from  Texas  donated  funds  to  fence  several 
foundations.   Four  additional  picnic  tables  were  donated  to  the 
site  by  the  local  garden  clubs. 

Caswell-Neuse 

The  new  C.S.S.  Neuse   visitor  center,  complete  with  exhibits 
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and  audiovisual  program,  was  officially  opened  to  the  public  on 
October  22,  1972.  The  Caswell  visitor  center  was  repainted  and 
the  exhibits  were  repaired.  The  flagpole  was  relocated  and 
flower  beds  added  to  the  grounds  surrounding  the  Caswell  Memor- 
ial. Two  Kinston  clubs  donated  two  concrete  picnic  tables,  and 
a  garden  club  donated  flowering  shrubs  and  trees. 

Fort  Dobbs 

A  site  manager  and  a  grounds  maintenance  man  were  hired, 
and  the  old  DAR  cabin  was  renovated  for  use  as  a  temporary 
office  and  storage  area.   The  state  road  crossing  part  of  the 
site  was  relocated,  and  utility  lines  were  put  underground. 
Work  was  started  on  the  nature  trails,  picnic  area,  and  senior 
citizen  area.   Designs  for  the  picnic  shelter,  maintenance 
building,  visitor  center,  and  staff  residence  were  still  in  the 
preliminary  stages. 

Fort  Fisher 

As  the  biennium  ended,  the  Department  of  Natural  and  Eco- 
nomic Resources  was  cooperating  on  a  master  plan  for  land  use 
and  recreational  activities  at  Fort  Fisher.   Because  the  historic 
aspect  of  the  land  is  still  the  most  important,  the  Division  of 
Archives  and  History  will  continue  to  be  in  charge  of  the  entire 
area.   Air  and  Water  Resources  and  the  U.  S.  Army  Corps  of  Engi- 
neers cooperated  with  the  repair  of  hurricane  and  erosion  damage 
in  1973.   The  Fort  Fisher  Youth  Conservation  Group  started  work 
at  Fort  Fisher  and  surrounding  area  on  June  15,  1974,  assisting 
in  projects  at  Fort  Fisher  and  Carolina  Beach  State  Park. 

Historic  Halifax 

Land  acquisition  was  completed  at  Halifax.   Bids  were 
awarded  on  the  visitor  center  and  construction  was  scheduled  to 
begin  in  August,  1974.   Halifax  Day  was  held  on  April  12  of  both 
years  and  was  well  attended.   The  jail  restoration  was  completed. 
Flans  for  moving  several  historic  structures  were  under  way. 
The  site  manager's  residence  was  being  prepared  for  occupancy  at 
the  close  of  the  biennium. 

House  in  the  Horseshoe 

The  conversion  of  the  packhouse  into  an  office-visitor 
center  was  completed.   A  fence  was  erected  around  the  Williams 
family  graves,  and  many  new  flower  beds  were  added  to  the  yard 
and  parking  area.   The  exterior  and  interior  of  the  site 
manager's  residence  were  painted. 

Iredell  House 

The  kitchen  museum,  damaged  by  fire,  was  repaired.   More 
interior  restoration  was  completed  and  an  additional  room  opened. 
The  exterior  porches  were  plastered  and  painted.   The  staff  par- 
ticipated in  two  Edenton  symposia. 
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Folk  Bivthplaoe 

The  interior  of  the  visitor  center  was  painted,  and  new 
curtains  for  the  house  were  made  and  hung.   Lightning  struck 
the  chimney,  and  plans  were  being  made  to  replace  it  in  the  near 
future.   Mrs.  Arthur  Nesbit,  vice-president  of  the  Polk  Memorial 
Association  in  Columbia,  Tennessee,  visited  and  presented  the 
site  a  framed  picture  of  Polk,  made  while  he  was  serving  in  the 
Tennessee  legislature,  and  a  framed  piece  of  the  original  brocade 
drapery  used  in  the  White  House  during  Polk's  administration.   A 
Charlotte  garden  club  planted  ten  dogwood  trees  on  the  site. 

Somerset  Place 

The  exterior  of  the  mansion  house  and  the  colony  house  were 
cleaned  in  preparation  for  painting.   The  Washington  County  His- 
torical Society  sponsored  the  annual  candlelight  receptions. 
Several  furniture  additions  improved  the  collection  in  the  house. 

Town  Creek  Indian  Mound 

All  Indian  structures  were  repaired;  the  exterior  of  the 
visitor  center  was  painted.   The  site  was  the  feature  story  of 
three  newspapers  during  the  biennium.   Funds  for  enlarging  the 
visitor  center  were  appropriated  by  the  1974  General  Assembly, 
and  the  new  exhibits  were  in  the  final  planning  stage  as  the 
biennium  closed. 

Vanoe  B-irthplace 

The  logs  for  the  barn  were  erected,  and  it  should  be  com- 
pleted in  1974.   Four  Pioneer  Living  Days  took  place.   A  site 
manager  was  authorized.   The  exterior  of  the  visitor  center  was 
painted. 

RESEARCH,  RESTORATION,  AND  SURVEY  BRANCH 

RESEARCH  UNIT 

Documentary  research  continued  as  the  basis  for  archaeol- 
ogy, restoration  work,  and  museum  exhibits.   A  number  of  major 
research  projects  were  completed;  others  were  begun  or  continued. 
Advice  and  counsel  were  given  regularly  to  other  units  and  sec- 
tions of  the  division. 

During  the  period  the  research  was  conducted  with  only  two 
full-time  staff  members,  leading  to  necessary  reliance  on  tem- 
porary contractural  assistance  for  completion  of  some  work. 
Several  interns  were  also  employed  in  research. 

Documentary  Research 

Major  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  completion  of  the  Halifax- 
Roanoke  Valley  research  project.   The  staff  completed  major 
documentary  research  on  the  following  topics:   the  Eagle  Tavern 
and  Hotel,  Lafayette's  visit  to  Halifax  in  1825,  nonwhite 
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residents  of  the  Roanoke  Valley,  the  Sally-Billy  House,  the 
Clerk's  Office,  the  Constitution  House,  the  Owens  House,  and  a 
series  of  studies  on  politics,  religion,  education,  entertain- 
ment, industry,  and  communications  and  transportation  in  the 
Roanoke  Valley. 

These  last  reports,  which  detail  the  social  and  cultural 
history  of  the  historic  area,  were  included  as  the  first  part  of 
the  mammoth,  600-page  project,  "The  Roanoke  Valley."  The 
earlier  mentioned  individual  property  reports,  with  the  inclu- 
sion of  the  completed  Halifax  playhouse  study,  formed  the  second 
part  of  the  project.   Reports  for  Halifax  Lots  36,  52,  53,  55, 
and  73  were  completed,  and  documentation  for  the  Royal  White  Hart 
Lodge,  the  Tap  Room,  and  the  Powder  Magazine  was  prepared. 

Other  major  research  projects  were  completed,  continued,  or 
begun:   General  William  Lenoir  and  Fort  Defiance,  the  House  in 
the  Horseshoe  (Alston-Williams  House),  the  Wright  Tavern,  the 
John  Wheeler  House,  the  Franklin  House,  Nathaniel  Macon  and  Buck 
Spring  Plantation,  Hezekiah  Alexander  House,  Joel  Lane  House, 
and  Thalian  Hall. 

The  Newbold-White  House  project  was  completed.   Research  on 
the  house,  people,  and  land  provided  the  basis  for  archaeology 
and  future  restoration  work. 

Special  Research 

Topics  researched  for  exhibits  in  the  Museum  of  History 
included  the  Hampton-Kilpatrick  "feud,"  the  Johnston-Sherman 
treaty,  the  Confederate  Ram  Neuse ,    the  Wright  brothers  flight  at 
Kitty  Hawk,  North  Carolina  during  the  Depression,  the  use  of 
script  (money)  in  the  1930s,  and  the  Escadrille  Lafayette. 

The  general  public  requested  information  on  a  wide  variety 
of  topics  including  the  Mecklenburg  Declaration  of  Independence, 
Flora  MacDonald,  Mille-Christine,  Hillsborough,  Bentonville, 
General  William  Slocum,  Governor  Daniel  Fowle,  racehorses  and 
their  importance  in  early  nineteenth  century  North  Carolina 
society,  Peter  Casso's  Inn,  Willie  Jones  and  the  Grove  House, 
the  Edenton  Tea  Party,  and  Roanoke  Island.   Material  sent  to 
other  states  was  equally  varied:   the  Egypt  Coal  Mine,  the  first 
school  in  North  Carolina,  Thomas  Person,  and  David  Paton. 

A  list  of  anniversaries  for  North  Carolina  towns  and  coun- 
ties for  1973  was  prepared.   Listings  of  important  Civil  War 
sites  were  sent  to  the  American  Heritage  Society,  and  the 
Reader's  Digest  Press  received  a  survey  of  important  and  historic 
homes  and  sites  open  to  the  public  in  North  Carolina.  A  "Profile 
of  the  State  Historic  Sites"  was  also  compiled. 

Highway  Historical  Marker  Program 

The  Highway  Historical  Marker  Advisory  Committee  held  three 
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meetings.   Thirty-three  markers  were  approved  and  twenty-five 
were  deferred  or  rejected.   The  State  Highway  Commission  was 
given  orders  for  over  forty  replacements  or  corrections  along 
with  recommendations  for  marker  maintenance,  repair,  removal, 
and  relocation.   Hundreds  of  requests  for  marker  information 
were  answered;  and  the  updating  of  marker  files,  photographs, 
and  negatives  was  continued.   Marker  dedication  ceremonies  often 
drew  on  staff  researchers  as  featured  speakers. 

RESTORATION  UNIT 

Legislative  appropriations  and  the  availability  of  local, 
state,  federal,  and  foundation  funds  continued  to  support  a 
broadening  restoration  interest  in  the  state.   Two  professional 
staff  members  joined  the  unit  in  September,  1972,  and  in  May, 
1974.   In  addition  a  carpenter-foreman  began  working  with  the 
unit  in  November,  1973,  with  the  primary  responsibility  of  re- 
pairing the  historic  structures  in  the  program. 

GRANT-IN-AID  PROJECTS 

Eezekidh  Alexander  Houses    Charlotte 

The  interior  restoration  was  completed.   Study  for  restora- 
tion of  the  springhouse  was  begun. 

Old  Burying  Groundj   Beaufort 

The  Beaufort  Historical  Association  began  a  fund-raising 
campaign  to  match  the  1973  legislative  grant.   Study  and  planning 
for  the  restoration  of  the  gravestones  and  covers  was  continued. 

Blandwoodj    Greensboro 

The  exterior  restoration  of  Blandwood  was  completed,  and 
the  interior  restoration  was  nearing  completion. 

Bunnell  School ^  Hillsborough 

Interior  repairs  to  plaster  and  restoration  of  the  floors 
was  completed.  Installation  of  the  electrical  hot  air  heating 
system  was  begun. 

Historic  Edenton 

Structural  repairs  were  made  on  two  houses  in  Historic 
Edenton:   the  Penelope  Barker  House  and  the  Cupola  House.   The 
cement  front  porch  floor  at  the  Barker  House  was  replaced  with 
wood  and  the  balustrade  was  restored.   Second  floor  paint  re- 
search at  the  Cupola  House  was  completed  and  the  earliest  colors 
were  restored.   Plaster  was  removed  from  the  cupola  and  plans 
were  completed  for  correcting  a  structural  fault.  Archaeologi- 
cal investigation  and  regrading  resulted  in  restudy  of  the  formal 
garden  plans. 

Fort  Defiance,   Lenoir 

The  exterior  restoration  was  finished  and  plans  and 
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specifications  for  the  electrical  and  mechanical  systems  were 
approved.   Study  for  interior  restoration  was  begun. 

Historic  Ropey   Bertie  County 

Plans  for  the  landscaping  of  the  property  were  under  study. 
Restoration  of  the  smokehouse  was  begun.   Plans  for  protective 
fencing  were  completed,  and  matching  funds  for  that  purpose  were 
raised. 

Joel  Lane  Houses  Raleigh 

The  exterior  restoration  was  nearly  completed.   Electrical 
and  mechanical  systems  were  approved  and  installed.   Study  for 
the  interior  restoration  was  begun. 

Historic  Murfreesboro ,   Murfreesboro 

The  architect  completed  record  drawings  for  the  John 
Wheeler  House.   The  preliminary  architectural  study  and  report 
were  completed. 

Eewbold-Uhite  House^   Perquimans  County 

A  comparative  architectural  study  of  seventeenth  century 
houses  in  Maryland  and  Virginia  was  conducted. 

Richmond  Hill  Law  School,   Yadkin  County 

The  Historic  Richmond  Hill  Law  School  Commission  raised  the 
matching  funds  for  its  second  legislative  grant,  and  the  archi- 
tect was  engaged  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
exterior  work  and  the  beginning  of  the  interior  restoration. 

Thalian  Hall 3    Wilmington 

Funds  were  raised  for  the  restoration  of  the  interior  to 
its  ca.  1911  appearance.   The  exterior  was  painted  by  the  city 
of  Wilmington.  Architectural  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
electrical,  security,  and  mechanical  systems  were  completed  and 
approved;  contracts  for  that  phase  of  the  work  were  let. 

Old  Wilkes  Jail,    Wilkesboro 

The  exterior  restoration  of  the  mid-nineteenth  century 
brick  building  was  completed.   Electrical  and  mechanical  systems 
were  installed.   Interior  restoration  was  nearing  completion. 

Wright  Tavern,    Wentworth 

The  exterior  restoration  was  completed.   Plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  the  electrical  and  mechanical  systems  and  study  for 
interior  restoration  were  begun. 

Buck  Spring,    Warren  County 

The  contractor  acquired  the  special  materials  required  for 
the  oak  log  corncrib  restoration  at  the  Nathaniel  Macon  House 
and  commenced  the  restoration.   Plans  for  the  smokehouse  res- 
toration and  temporary  preservation  measures  for  the  main  house 
were  completed. 
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Historic  Flat  Rock,    Inc.,   Flat  Rook 

A  simulated  wooden  shingle  roof  was  installed  on  the  old 
rectory  building  of  St.  John  in  the  Wilderness  and  planning  for 
a  new  mechanical  system  was  completed. 

Hastings  House,   Smithfield 

The  exterior  was  painted  and  exterior  repairs  were  made. 

Movdecai  House,  Raleigh 

Repairs  and  painting  at  the  Allen  Kitchen  were  completed 
and  a  garden  house  and  fence  were  designed  and  erected. 

STATE  HISTORIC  SITES 

Historic  Halifax 

Exterior  restoration  was  completed  on  the  jail  project. 
Record  drawings,  plans,  and  specifications  were  completed  for 
the  Constitution  House,  Eagle  Tavern,  and  Sally-Billy  House, 
the  latter  of  which  will  be  moved  into  the  historic  district. 
Plans  and  specifications  for  the  standing  seam  tin  roof  and  the 
repointing  of  the  brick  walls  on  the  Clerk's  Office  were  ap- 
proved.  The  exterior  of  the  Owens  House  was  painted. 

Historic  Bath 

The  council  room  and  exterior  of  the  Palmer-Marsh  House, 
and  the  exterior  of  the  Bonner  House,  dining  room  ceiling, 
kitchen,  and  necessary  house  were  painted.   Plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  mechanical  changes  for  the  Palmer-Marsh  House  were 
begun.   Over  half  of  the  Van  Der  Veer  House  exterior  restoration 
was  completed  including  the  restoration  of  the  gambrel  wood 
shingle  roof,  siding,  and  windows.   Repointing  of  the  brick 
chimneys  and  reconstruction  of  the  brick  foundation  piers  were 
begun. 

Vance  Birthplace 

First  phase  of  the  relocation  and  reerection  of  the  two-pen 
log  barn  was  completed. 

Bentonville  Battleground 

Record  drawings  were  completed  and  restoration  of  the 
kitchen  and  slave  quarters  was  begun.  The  exterior  of  the 
Harper  House  was  painted. 

House  in  the  Horseshoe 

An  outbuilding  was  remodeled  for  use  as  a  reception  center. 
Plans  were  prepared  for  the  design  of  a  fence  around  the  cemetery 
and  construction  and  painting  were  completed.   Planning  was  con- 
tinued for  the  restoration  of  the  main  house.   An  architect  was 
put  under  contract  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
electrical  and  mechanical  systems  and  for  chimney  repairs. 
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Aycoek  Birthplace 

The  windows  and  doors  of  the  schoolhouse  were  repaired  and 
the  building  was  reopened  as  a  visitor  attraction. 

Duke  Homestead 

An  architect  was  engaged  to  prepare  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  structural  repairs  and  limited  exterior  restoration 
of  the  third  tobacco  factory.   An  architectural  study  was  made 
of  the  main  house  and  outbuildings  for  future  restoration. 

Thomas  VIolfe  Memorial 

An  architectural  study,  including  cost  estimates  for  res- 
toration needs,  was  completed. 

Brunswick  Town 

An  engineering  firm  began  preparing  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  repointing  and  weatherproof ing  the  walls  of  St. 
Philip's  Church  ruins. 

James  Iredell  House 

The  modern  kitchen  wing  at  the  James  Iredell  House  was  re- 
moved and  the  rear  siding  was  repaired.   Plans  for  the  rear  porch 
restoration  were  completed,  as  were  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  mechanical  system.   Air  conditioning  was  added.   While  re- 
pairing the  damage  caused  by  fire  on  the  Iredell  kitchen  it  was 
determined  that  the  structure  originally  was  an  eighteenth  cen- 
tury building  with  a  large  cooking  fireplace.   Plans  were  com- 
pleted for  restoring  that  structure  to  its  earliest  form. 

Somerset  Place 

The  extension  of  the  mansion  and  colony  house  were  painted 
and  plans  were  begun  for  restoration  of  the  kitchen  and  other 
dependencies . 

OTHER  STATE  OWNED  PROPERTIES 

State  Capitol,   Raleigh 

The  first  phase  of  the  State  Capitol  restoration  which  in- 
cluded steam  cleaning  of  the  exterior,  replacement  of  the  copper 
roof,  and  painting  of  the  rotunda  was  completed.   Plans  and 
specifications  were  begun  for  completing  the  interior 
restoration. 

Executive  Mansion,   Raleigh 

An  architect  was  engaged  by  the  Department  of  Administra- 
tion for  preparing  plans  and  specifications  for  refurbishing  the 
Executive  Mansion.   The  restoration  staff  was  asked  to  advise  on 
the  working  drawings. 

Fort  Macon,    Carteret  County 

An  engineering  firm  was  contracted  to  prepare  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  first  phase  of  the  Fort  Macon  restoration 
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which  will  include  mainly  repointing  and  waterproofing  masonry 
walls  and  the  restoration  of  several  rooms.   At  the  request  of 
the  Department  of  Natural  and  Economic  Resources  the  restoration 
staff  was  asked  to  coordinate  the  Fort  Macon  project. 

Bunkev  Hill  Covered  Bridge 

Structural  repairs  caused  by  storms  and  flooding  were  com- 
pleted by  the  Bridge  Maintenance  Unit  of  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment in  cooperation  with  members  of  the  restoration  staff. 

LOCAL  PROJECTS 

Tremendous  interest  has  been  evinced  by  private  individuals 
and  local  sponsoring  organizations  for  preserving  old  houses, 
courthouses,  and  other  structures.   The  request  for  advice  by 
these  citizens  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  staff  has 
been  called  upon  to  advise  on  some  100  projects,  among  which  are 
the  following: 

Beaufort  County  Courthouse;  Cabarrus  County  Courthouse; 
Chowan  County  Courthouse;  Union  County  Courthouse;  Monroe  City 
Hall,  Union  County;  McGehee's  Mill,  Person  County;  Stonewall, 
Nash  County;  Blue  House,  Moore  County;  Log  House  at  Bethabara, 
Forsyth  County;  Mial  Log  House,  Johnston  County;  Darden  Hotel, 
Martin  County;  Rory  Matthews  Log  House,  Harnett  County;  Hauser 
House,  Stokes  County;  OJd  Schoolhouse,  Harnett  County;  Latta 
House,  Mecklenburg  County;  Old  Chapel  at  Siler  City,  Chatham 
County;  Mount  Mourne,  Iredell  County;  Back  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church,  Rowan  County;  and  various  structures  in  Salisbury,  Rowan 
County;  New  Bern,  Craven  County;  Wilmington,  New  Hanover  County; 
and  Edenton,  Chowan  County. 


SURVEY  AND  PLANNING  UNIT 

The  activities  of  the  Survey  and  Planning  Unit  continued  to 
expand  in  the  biennium  1972-1974,  including  inventories  and  sur- 
veys of  selected  areas,  preparation  of  nominations  to  the  Na- 
tional Register  of  Historic  Places,  review  of  environmental 
impact  statements,  provision  of  information  and  advice  to  groups 
and  individuals  interested  in  historic  preservation,  maintenance 
and  expansion  of  the  survey  unit's  collection  of  information 
about  historic  properties,  and  preparation  of  Volume  II  (Inven- 
tory) of  the  North  Carolina  Historic  Preservation  Plan. 

In  response  to  direction  from  the  National  Register  staff, 
emphasis  was  placed  upon  preparation  of  district  nominations 
rather  than  large  numbers  of  individual  nominations  in  areas  of 
concentration.   Thus  nominations  were  prepared  for  fourteen 
districts — Beaufort,  Milton,  Yanceyville,  Edenton,  New  Bern, 
Liberty  Row  (Fayetteville) ,  Dallas,  Jamestown,  Flat  Rock,  Pine- 
hurst,  Wilmington,  Hillsborough,  Oakwood  (Raleigh),  and  Trenton. 
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This  places  on  the  register  most  of  the  state's  early  towns  that 
retain  much  of  the  townscape  and  atmosphere  of  the  past,  plus 
two  nineteenth  century  resort  areas  (Flat  Rock  and  Pinehurst). 
Inventory  work  was  completed  and  nominations  begun  for  districts 
in  the  towns  of  Kenansville  and  Salisbury;  other  district  nomi- 
nations are  anticipated. 

In  addition,  inventory  work  to  identify  historic  properties 
was  completed  in  Rockford,  Wake  Forest,  Creswell,  Plymouth, 
Roper,  and  Lincolnton.   County  inventories  were  completed  in 
Caswell,  Washington,  and  Currituck  counties,  and  inventories  were 
under  way  in  Bladen,  Franklin,  and  Carteret  counties.   Partial 
inventory  work  was  done  in  the  towns  of  Asheville,  Mt.  Olive, 
Faison,  Fayetteville,  Danbury,  Carthage,  Wilson,  Mto  Pleasant, 
Elizabethtown,  Hertford,  Tarboro,  Washington,  Statesville, 
Charlotte,  and  Tryon.   Partial  inventories  were  also  done  of 
Warren,  Wake,  Duplin,  Lincoln,  McDowell,  Polk,  Cumberland,  Guil- 
ford, Edgecombe,  Caldwell,  Perquimans,  Moore,  Robeson,  Nash, 
Stanly,  Gaston,  Burke,  and  Camden  counties,  and  the  Outer  Banks 
area  of  Dare  and  Hyde  counties.   In  addition,  a  special  project 
was  initiated  to  prepare  from  documentary  sources  an  inventory 
of  industrial  sites  across  the  state,  followed  by  on-site  sur- 
veys of  existing  structures;  continuation  of  this  project  may 
also  involve  a  cooperative  effort  with  the  Historic  American 
Engineering  Record . 

The  State  Professional  Review  Committee  for  Nominations  to 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  approved  ninety-six 
properties  for  submission  to  the  register.   Since  July  1,  1972, 
152  nominations  were  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  National 
Register,  and  128  properties  were  entered  in  the  register.   In 
addition,  two  North  Carolina  properties  nominated  by  federal 
agencies  were  entered  in  the  register.   Four  properties  were 
listed  as  National  Historic  Landmarks  in  the  category  of  nine- 
teenth century  architecture;  these  were  chosen  from  a  group  of 
special  nominations  prepared  by  the  staff. 

Since  1972  drafts  of  environmental  impact  statements  con- 
cerning proposed  highway,  urban  renewal,  watershed,  airport, 
dredge-and-f ill,  and  other  projects  were  reviewed  at  an  average 
rate  of  100  per  month.   In  most  cases,  no  historic  properties 
were  involved,  but  in  a  few  instances  the  proposed  projects 
threatened  the  integrity  of  a  property  on  or  under  consideration 
for  the  National  Register.   These  included  highway  projects  af- 
fecting the  Powell  House  (Wake  County),  Jamestown  and  Trenton 
historic  districts;  urban  renewal  projects  involving  the  Wilming- 
ton, Beaufort,  and  New  Bern  historic  districts  (and  the  Harvey 
Mansion  in  the  latter) ;  a  sewage  treatment  plant  near  the  Hills- 
borough Historic  District;  a  dredge-and-f ill  project  affecting  a 
property  in  New  Bern;  and  the  state  government  mall  affecting 
the  Lewis-Smith  House  and  the  Seaboard  Office  Building  in 
Raleigh.   As  of  June  30  the  projects  involving  Jamestown,  the 
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Powell  House,  the  Lewis-Smith  House,  the  Harvey  Mansion,  and  the 
Wilmington  Historic  District  had  been  resolved  in  a  fashion  com- 
patible with  the  preservation  of  the  historic  properties;  the 
other  situations  had  not  been  resolved  by  then. 

Two  major  projects  since  July  1,  1972,  were  the  compilation 
of  an  annotated  list  and  keyed  map  for  inclusion  in  the  State- 
wide Reconnaissance  Inventory,  a  pilot  project  of  the  Army  Corps 
of  Engineers  (done  in  1973);  and  the  preparation  of  a  completely 
revised  and  much-expanded  State  Inventory  for  the  North  Carolina 
Historic  Preservation  Plan. 

The  survey  staff  continued  to  make  available  information 
about  North  Carolina's  architectural  and  historical  resources. 
Slide  lectures  on  architecture  and  preservation  were  made  to  a 
large  number  of  organizations,  with  increasing  emphasis  on 
groups  with  specific  interest  in  preservation. 

Articles  on  historic  districts  in  North  Carolina,  including 
Milton  and  Edenton,  were  written  for  the  periodical  Southern 
Antiques  and  Interiors. 

The  collection  of  data  in  the  permanent  files  expanded, 
including  material  gathered  on  field  trips,  reports  from  con- 
tacts throughout  the  state,  and  newspaper  clippings.   At  the 
end  of  the  biennium,  the  survey  files  included  over  7,000 
entries,  and  the  color  slide  file  expanded  to  approximately 
12,000. 


COOPERATION  WITH  OTHER  ORGANIZATIONS 

In  the  summer  of  1972  the  audiovisual  curator  consulted 
with  and  handled  special  services  for  the  Arts  Council,  the  State 
Film  Library,  and  Cultural  Resources  administration.   He  also  was 
a  part  of  two  interagency  groups  examining  aspects  of  total 
governmental  operation:   the  Advisory  Committee  on  Film  Service 
and  a  group  of  "film"  people  headed  by  Ted  Dossett  of  the  Wild- 
life Resources  Commission.   The  Exhibits  Unit  assisted  with  the 
production  of  a  display  of  Edenton  material  for  exhibition  in 
the  State  Legislative  Building.   A  series  of  Christmas  slides 
was  prepared  and  shown  during  four  programs  of  Christmas  carols 
sponsored  by  the  Governor's  Office  and  held  in  the  auditorium. 

Transcription  equipment  and  recording  services  were  pro- 
vided for  the  public  hearing  held  in  the  auditorium  concerning 
the  new  site  for  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art. 

In  1973  audiovisual  technical  assistance  was  given  to 
several  public,  nonprofit  groups,  including  the  Woodrow  Wilson 
Foundation,  the  North  Carolina  Society  of  Engineers,  and  the  Cape 
Fear  Technical  Institute. 
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A  joint  meeting  of  the  Wake  County  Historical  Society  and 
the  North  Carolina  Society  of  County  and  Local  Historians  was 
held  on  May  6,  1973.   Division  staff  members  assisted  with  the 
coffee  hour  and  later  the  picnic  lunch  at  Yates  Mill  Pond.   On 
June  18  and  25  of  that  year  members  of  the  Education  Unit  met 
with  teachers  attending  a  workshop  at  the  Art  Museum  to  explain 
the  museum  extension  services  and  to  guide  them  through  the 
North  Carolina  Museum  of  History. 

The  staff  of  the  Historic  Sites  and  Museums  Section  co- 
operated with  the  Edenton  Historical  Commission  in  the  organiza- 
tion and  presentation  of  the  Edenton  sjrmposiums  held  in  1972  and 
1974. 

The  chief  and  the  assistant  chief  assisted  in  conducting  a 
seminar  sponsored  by  the  American  Association  of  State  and  Local 
History  held  in  Raleigh  during  February,  1974. 

Ninety-four  speeches  were  given  by  members  of  the  staff. 


PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

A  short  film  of  docents  in  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of 
History  giving  demonstrations  of  early  crafts  was  made  by 
WRAL-TV  and  shown  on  WRAL-TV's  Bette  Elliott  Show  September  27, 
1972,  to  announce  the  beginning  of  the  docent  training  program. 
The  education  curator  and  the  docent  coordinator  appeared  on 
WTVD-TV  in  Durham  in  September  of  1972  and  1973  to  publicize  the 
docent  program.   Public  service  radio  announcements  were  made 
concerning  that  program,  and  articles  also  appeared  in  the 
Raleigh  Eews  and  Observer.      On  October  14,  1972,  the  Raleigh 
Times   featured  an  article  and  photograph  about  the  State  Fair 
which  had  been  published  in  the  September  Tar  Heel  Junior 
Historian. 

Several  articles  were  written  for  inclusion  in  the  magazine 
Southern  Antiques  and  Interiors.      Among  them  were  "Edenton,  North 
Carolina:   A  Historical  Sketch  and  Pictorial  Essay,"  and  "Youth 
and  Preservation."   In  1973  the  section  began  submitting  mater- 
ial to  the  "Reports  from  the  States"  section  of  Southern  An- 
tiques and  Interiors y   which  included  items  on  specific  preserva- 
tion activities  within  the  state  with  which  the  division  was 
associated,  as  well  as  an  annotated  listing  of  recent  National 
Register  nominations. 

The  restoration  supervisor  made  two  television  appearances 
in  April,  1974,  one  on  WRAL-TV  in  which  he  and  the  chairman  of 
the  Historic  Halifax  Restoration  Association  toured  the  Sally- 
Billy  House  near  Halifax,  and  the  other  on  WNCT-TV  concerning 
the  Joel  Lane  House. 
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Dick  Rogers  of  Better  Homes  and  Gardens   visited  Brunswick 
Town  in  preparation  for  a  special  article  on  garden  visitation. 


CONFERENCES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

The  audiovisual  curator  spoke  at  the  Motion  Picture  Seminar 
held  on  July  25  and  26,  1972,  sponsored  by  the  State  Library  and 
the  Division  of  Archives  and  History.   During  the  seminar  he 
produced  an  illustrative  film,  Deus  Ex  ...    ,    for  seminar 
participants. 

The  Programs  Branch  head  and  the  Research,  Restoration, 
and  Survey  Branch  head  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  South- 
eastern Museums  Conference  in  Bimningham,  Alabama,  on  October 
2-4,  1972. 

In  March,  1973,  the  Programs  Branch  head,  the  section  chief, 
and  the  Research,  Restoration  and  Survey  Branch  head  met  with  the 
Council  of  the  Southeastern  Museums  Conference  to  plan  the  pro- 
gram for  the  fall  regional  conference  in  Raleigh.   Staff  members 
served  as  faculty  members  for  the  Museum  Educators  Workshop 
October  17,  1973. 

The  Programs  Branch  head  served  as  a  faculty  member  at  the 
North  Central  Regional  Workshop  on  the  Administration  of  His- 
torical Agencies  and  Museums  in  Madison,  Wisconsin,  on  May  10-12, 
1973.   The  workshop  was  sponsored  by  the  American  Association  for 
State  and  Local  History. 

The  education  curator,  executive  secretary  of  the  Tar  Heel 
Junior  Historian  Association,  participated  on  the  program  of  the 
eleventh  annual  Junior  Historian  Directors  Conference  in  Madison, 
Wisconsin,  May  30- June  2,  1973,  and  the  twelfth  annual  meeting  in 
Augusta,  Maine,  June  12-15,  1974. 

The  interpretation  specialist  received  a  fellowship  from 
the  American  Association  for  State  and  Local  History  to  attend 
the  Seminar  on  the  Management  and  Interpretation  of  History  in 
Museums,  May  6-18,  1973,  in  Columbus,  Ohio.

Though  inflation  was  an  ever  present  problem  throughout  the 
biennium,  the  Historical  Publications  Section  continued  its  pro- 
gram of  issuing  pamphlets,  documentary  volumes,  and  periodicals 
on  a  regular  basis.   The  rising  cost  of  printing  and  paper  cre- 
ated difficulty  in  keeping  all  pamphlets  in  print  and  in  pub- 
lishing documentary  volumes  on  a  regular  schedule.   The  cost  of 
printing  documentary  material,  for  example,  increased  318  per- 
cent between  1965  and  the  fall  of  1973.   Efforts  to  combat  in- 
flation were  made  by  furnishing  camera-ready  copy  for  several 
indexes,  by  using  a  cheaper  grade  of  paper  for  the  North  Carolina 
Historical  RevieWj    and  by  decreasing  the  size  of  several  issues 
of  the  Review.      Even  with  these  efforts,  additional  money  from 
the  Contingency  and  Emergency  Fund  in  the  spring  of  1973,  and 
surplus  receipts  which  were  transferred  into  printing,  the  pro- 
blem was  acute. 

Major  publications  issued  during  the  biennium  included  Vol- 
ume V  of  The  Papers  of  William  Alexander  Graham^    edited  by  Dr. 
Max  R.  Williams  of  Western  Carolina  University;  The  Wilmington 
Town  Book,    1743-1778,    edited  by  Donald  R.  Lennon  of  East  Carolina 
University  and  Ida  Brooks  Kellam  of  Wilmington  ;  and  Silversmiths 
of  North  Carolina,    by  the  late  George  B.  Cutten,  revised  by  Mrs. 
Mary  Reynolds  Peacock  of  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History. 
Also  published  were  eight  issues  of  the  North  Carolina   Historical 
Review   and  twelve  issues  of  Carolina  Comments . 

Publications  were  sold  by  mail,  through  the  sales  desk,  and 
to  persons  visiting  the  section  offices.   Many  schools  and  col- 
leges continue  to  buy  publications  for  their  libraries.   Receipts 
for  the  two  years  were  in  the  amount  of  $65,729;  and  a  total  of 
40,632  publications  was  distributed,  excluding  copies  of  the  list 
of  publications  but  including  a  very  limited  amount  of  free  mate- 
rial.  This  total  included  2,533  documentary  volumes;  31,311  pam- 
phlets, charts,  amd  maps;  and  2,538  small  books.   Master  kits, 
including  a  great  many  of  the  department's  pamphlets,  were  sold 
to  218. 

OTHER  PUBLICATIONS 

Reprints  and  Revisions 

Several  pamphlets  were  reprinted,  including  Dare  County:      A 
History,    Civil    War  Pictures,    Indians  in  North  Carolina,    Pirates 
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in  North  Carolinay    the  fifteen  maps  included  in  North  Carolina   in 
Maps,    and  the  State  Seal   which  is  sold  as  a  single  item.   Other 
publications  issued  by  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History  are 
listed  in  Appendix  XVIII. 

Periodicals 

The  eight  issues  of  the  North  Carolina   Historical  Review   in- 
cluded thirty-eight  articles.   Included  in  this  number  was  one 
two-part  article,  two  bibliographies,  and  one  documentary.   These 
were  written  by  twenty-six  instate  authors  and  fourteen  nonresi- 
dents of  North  Carolina;  two  articles  were  written  jointly  by  two 
authors. 

COLONIAL   RECORDS   PROJECT 

The  Colonial  Records  Project  continued  to  function  under  the 
editorship  of  Dr.  William  S.  Price,  Jr.   During  the  biennium  Vol- 
ume IV  in  the  series  was  published  and  Volume  V  was  well  under 
way.   Preliminary  work  had  been  done  on  a  sixth  volume,  which 
will  complete  the  Higher-Court  Records  series. 

A  grant  of  $24,000  was  made  for  the  overseas  project  by  the 
Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foundation,  with  the  first  payment  of  $12,000 
being  made  in  June,  1973,  and  the  second  promised  for  the  next 
year.   Dr.  Robert  J.  Cain,  overseas  researcher,  continued  his 
work  in  England,  concentrating  on  Admiralty  Records,  Higher  Court 
of  Admiralty  Records,  and  State  Paper  Office  Records  in  the  Pub- 
lic Record  Office  and  checking  a  few  documents  in  the  British  Mus- 
eum and  in  the  National  Maritime  Museum.   During  the  period  cov- 
ered by  this  report  Dr.  Cain  examined  1,524  pieces  and  in  644  of 
those  he  found  6,899  relevant  documents.   Received  in  the  Raleigh 
offices  were  six  packages  ard  seven  boxes  of  material  from  England. 
The  work  of  accessioning  these  documents  so  that  they  would  be 
available  to  researchers  in  the  State  Archives  prior  to  their  pub- 
lication was  a  continuing  process,  but  during  the  biennium  3,745 
documents  were  accessioned.   Dr.  Cain  visited  the  offices  in  Ral- 
eigh in  the  summers  of  19  72,  1973,  and  19  74. 

FUTURE  PUBLICATIONS 

Documentaries  and  Pamphlets 

At  the  printer's  when  the  biennium  ended  were  several  major 
publications:  The  Addresses  and  Papers  of  Governor  Robert  W. 
Scott,    scheduled  for  publication  in  August,  1974;  Volume  VI  of 
The  Papers  of  William  Alexander  Graham;    and  the  first  two  volumes 
of  The  Papers  of  James  Iredell,   Sr.      A   revised  edition  of  North 
Carolina  Governors   was  also  at  the  print  shop.   Also  in  process 
were  two  pamphlets.  Rowan  County:      A  Brief  History   which  was  in 
galley;  and  a  pamphlet.  Society  in  Colonial   North  Carolina,   which 
was  being  edited  for  the  printer.   The  former  was  written  by 
James  W.  Brawley  of  Salisbury  and  the  latter  by  Dr.  Alan  D.  Watson 
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of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Wilmington. 

Editors  of  other  documentary  series  conferred  with  the  his- 
torical publications  administrator  and  historical  publications 
editors  throughout  the  biennium.   Dr.  David  Morgan  of  Montevallo 
College  continued  his  work  of  editing  the  fourth  volume  of  The 
John   Gray  Blount  Papers.      Dr.  Lindley  Butler  worked  prodigiously 
on  The  Papers  of  David  S.    Reid,    and  Mr.  William  S.  Powell  contin- 
ued his  work  on  The  Papers  of  Governor  William  Tryon.      Editors  of 
the  David  L.  Swain  and  Calvin  H.  Wiley  papers,  Drs.  Carolyn  A. 
Wallace  and  Barbara  Parramore,  respectively,  selected  numerous 
documents  for  transcription  by  section  personnel  and  near  the  end 
of  the  biennium  picked  up  material  which  had  been  transcribed. 

Relatively  little  progress  was  made  on  other  documentary 
projects  listed  in  the  1970-1972  Biennial   Report.      Because  of  a 
shortage  of  printing  money,  no  effort  was  made  to  push  them.  The 
Edmondston  Diary,    edited  by  the  late  James  W.  Patton  of  Chapel 
Hill  and  Miss  Beth  Crabtree  of  the  Division  of  Archives  and  Hist- 
ory, still  awaits  funds  for  printing  as  does  the  second  volume  of 
The  Papers  of  Thomas  Jordan  Jarvis,    edited  by  W.  Buck  Yearns  of 
Wake  Forest  University.   Preliminary  editing  for  the  press  has 
been  done  on  the  Jarvis  volume,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  can  be 
scheduled  for  publication  within  the  next  biennium. 

Dr.  Lala  Carr  Steelman  of  East  Carolina  University  undertook 
the  editing  of  The  Papers  of  Governor  Elias  Carr,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  documents  would  be  published,  after  editing,  if 
and  when  funds  become  available. 

Preliminary  work  had  been  done  on  material  for  the  first 
eighteen  months  of  Governor  Holshouser's  administration. 

Index   to   the  North  Carolina  Historical   Review 

Work  continued  on  the  cumulative  index  to  the  North  Carolina 
Historical   Review,   with  index  cards  for  the  years  1924  through 
1943  having  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  biennium.   Attention 
was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Review   was  fifty  years  old  by  an 
anniversary  seal  which  was  attached  to  the  envelopes  in  which  the 
Winter  issue  was  mailed  at  the  beginning  of  1974.   A  history  of 
the  first  fifty  years  of  the  periodical  will  be  published  in  the 
Autumn,  1974,  issue;  this  article  was  written  by  Dr.  Thomas  C. 
Parramore  of  Meredith  College. 

ADVISORY  EDITORIAL  BOARD 

Mr.  Richard  Walser,  professor  emeritus  of  North  Carolina  State 
University,  succeeded  Dr.  Sarah  M.  Lemmon  of  Meredith  College  as  a 
member  of  the  board  in  the  summer  of  1972,  and  Dr.  Richard  Zuber 
of  Wake  Forest  University  succeeded  Mr.  John  Fries  Blair  of 
Winston-Salem  in  the  summer  of  1973.   These  individuals  appraised 
manuscripts  and  offered  invaluable  assistance  throughout  the 
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biennium.   These  and  other  members  of  the  board — Mr.  William  S. 
Powell  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  Dr. 
Joseph  F.  Steelman  of  East  Carolina  University,  and  Dr.  Max  R. 
Williams  of  Western  Carolina  University — appraised  manuscripts 
and  were  cooperative  in  advising  the  staff  on  several  publications, 

STAFF 

Only  one  personnel  change  occurred  during  the  biennium.   Miss 
Doris  Critcher,  steno  II,  resigned  in  September,  1972,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Kathy  Williamson.   A  summer  intern.  Miss  Celia 
Benton,  worked  for  the  Colonial  Records  Project  in  the  summer  of 
1973. 

Mrs.  Barbara  T.  Cain  continued  to  work  eighty  hours  a  month 
with  the  overseas  research  in  London.   Mrs.  Merlyn  A.  Jalbert  was 
employed  for  several  months  in  the  spring  of  1974  as  a  typist. 

Mrs.  Memory  F.  Mitchell  continued  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Editorial  Board  of  the  American  Archivist,    official  journal  of  the 
Society  of  American  Archivists.   She  attended  the  1972  meeting  of 
the  Southern  Historical  Association  in  Hollywood,  Florida,  and  the 
1973  meeting  in  Atlanta.   She  also  represented  the  department  at 
the  Organization  of  American  Historians  when  it  met  in  Chicago  in 
1973  and  in  Denver  in  1974.   She  was  elected  president  of  the 
Historical  Society  of  North  Carolina  in  the  fall  of  1973.   Mrs. 
Mitchell,  with  Dr.  Thornton  W.  Mitchell,  published  a  two-part 
article  in  the  Summer  and  Autumn,  1972,  issues  of  the  Review,    "The 
Philanthropic  Bequests  of  John  Rex  of  Raleigh."   In  November,  1973. 
the  Mitchells  were  awarded  the  R.  D.  W.  Connor  Award  for  this  ar- 
ticle. 

Dr.  William  S.  Price,  Jr.,  editor  of  the  Colonial  Records, 
received  his  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill  in  December,  1973.   The  edited  fourth  volume  in  the  Colonial 
Records,  with  an  expanded  introduction,  was  accepted  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  as  Dr.  Price's  disser- 
tation.  He  was  elected  to  membership  in  the  Historical  Society  of 
North  Carolina  in  October  of  that  year.   Dr.  Price  published  an 
article,  "A  Strange  Incident  in  George  Burrington's  Royal  Governor- 
ship," in  the  Spring,  1974,  issue  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Review,      He  attended  a  Management  Development  Seminar,  sponsored 
by  the  State  Personnel  Department,  in  October,  1972. 

Several  members  of  the  staff  spoke  at  various  book  clubs, 
patriotic  societies,  local  historical  organizations,  and  other 
groups.   Miss  Beth  Crabtree,  Mrs.  Mary  Reynolds  Peacock,  Mrs.  Mit- 
chell, and  Dr.  Price,  made  innumerable  talks.   Mrs.  Mitchell 
served  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  American  Association  for 
State  and  Local  History  Seminar  on  the  Interpretation  of  History 
by  Historical  Societies  and  Museums.   This  seminar  was  held  in 
Raleigh  in  February,  1974. 
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PUBLICITY 

Archives  and  History  publications  were  reviewed  in  the  fol- 
lowing periodicals:  Journal   of  Southern  History,    Tennessee  His- 
torical  Quarterly,    Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography, 
Journal   of  American  History,    Genealogical   Quarterly    (London), 
American  Archivist,    American  Historical   Review,    History  News, 
Maryland  Historical   Magazine,    South  Carolina  Historical   Magazine, 
William  and  Mary  Quarterly,    State,    Greensboro  Record,    Charlotte 
Observer,    Salisbury  Evening  Post,    Durham  Herald,    News  and  Obser- 
ver,   McDowell   News,    and  Robesonian,      Advertisements  for  Silver- 
smiths of  North  Carolina   were  carried  in  Antiques,    Antique   Month- 
ly,   Collectors  News,    the  State,    and  the  News  and  Observer.      In 
addition  Antiques   gave  a  brief  notice  of  the  publication  in  its 
regular  columns.   A  detailed  account  of  this  book,  with  illustra- 
tions, was  carried  in  the  Winter  issue  of  Southern  Antiques  and 
Interiors. 

In  an  effort  to  obtain  additional  publicity  for  the  depart- 
ment's publications,  various  methods  were  employed  in  calling 
attention  to  new  books  and  pamphlets.   A  tea  for  persons  who  had 
had  silver  photographed  for  use  in  the  revised  edition  of  the 
book  on  silversmiths  was  held  in  their  honor.  The   Wilmington 
Town  Book   was  formally  presented  at  a  meeting  of  the  Lower  Cape 
Fear  Historical  Society  on  September  19,  1973;  at  that  time,  the 
original  book  was  presented  to  the  State  Archives.   A  listing  of 
Archives  and  History  publications  was  carried  in  Publishers  Trade 
List  Annual   so  that  librarians  throughout  the  country  would  know 
what  publications  of  the  department  were  in  print.   Several  of  the 
publications  of  Archives  and  History  were  reviewed  more  than  once, 
with  The  Pettigrew  Papers   leading  with  thirteen  reviews.   An  exhi- 
bit in  Raleigh's  North  Hills  Mall  in  October,  1973,  included  a 
section  on  publications.   A  drawing  was  held,  and  persons  entering 
were  later  sent  information  about  the  publications  program.   The 
AP  column,  written  by  Dr.  H.  G.  Jones,  and  the  column  by  Mrs.  Grace 
Rohrer,  "Tar  Heel  Spotlight,"  featured  at  various  times  the  pro- 
posed revision  of  the  book  on  silver,  the  list  of  publications  of 
the  department,  articles  in  the  North  Carolina  Historical   Review, 
the  planned  sale  of  documentaries,  the  new  book  on  silversmiths. 
The   Wilmington  Town  Book,    and  various  other  publications. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

During  the  biennium  the  responsibility  of  sorting  mail  ad- 
dressed to  the  Department  of  Cultural  Resources  in  general  or  to 
the  Division  of  Archives  and  History,  with  no  indication  as  to 
which  individual  or  section  it  should  go,  was  sent  to  the  Histor- 
ical Publications  Section.   One  of  the  employees  in  the  section 
opened  and  sorted  this  mail  each  morning. 

Following  the  visit  of  the  efficiency  expert  in  the  early 
months  in  the  administration  of  Governor  Holshouser,  the  sugges- 
tion was  made  that  there  be  a  procedures  guide.   Though  procedures 
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for  certain  operations  of  the  section  were  in  writing,  an  effort 
was  made  to  produce  a  manual  which  could  be  used  by  new  employees 
working  in  any  area;  this  procedures  manual  was  completed  just 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  biennium. 

Various  manuscripts  and  copy  were  appraised  for  outside  in- 
dividuals and  for  employees  in  other  sections  of  the  Division  of 
Archives  and  History.   A  manuscript  on  the  history  of  the  East 
Carolina  Railway,  approximately  100  pages  of  a  manuscript  on  the 
history  of  newspapers,  and  the  administration-end  report  of  the 
administration  of  Governor  Scott  were  reviewed  and  suggestions 
were  made.   Assistance  was  given  in  preparation  of  the  program 
for  Culture  Week  both  years  of  the  biennium,  for  each  issue  of  the 
Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian,    for  the  384-page  state  plan  and  46-page 
summary  for  the  Historic  Sites  and  Museums  Section,  and  for  por- 
tions of  the  Civil  War  Roster. 

The  style  and  format  chapter  of  the  Archives  and  History  man- 
ual was  revised  as  were  form  letters  used  in  the  section.   Form 
letters  were  composed  for  use  in  membership  drives  in  an  effort  to 
obtain  additional  members  and  bring  back  those  who  had  dropped 
their  membership  in  the  North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  As- 
sociation and  to  seek  new  subscriptions  from  libraries.   A  total 
of  1,601  letters  were  mailed.   New  members  totaled  237  and  renewals 
totaled  864  during  the  last  six  months  of  the  biennium;  sixty  of 
the  latter  resulted  from  the  campaign  to  get  dropped  members  to 
renew.   As  an  inducement  to  membership,  both  new  and  old  members 
were  offered  a  10  percent  discount  on  Archives  and  History  pub- 
lications. 

A  summer  sale  of  hard-to-sell  documentary  volumes  was  held  in 
1973,  and  the  sale  was  later  extended.   During  the  summer  months 
twenty-nine  sets  of  books  were  sold  at  $15.00  each.   A  special 
Christmas  advertisement  netted  $286.50;  sales  at  two  workshops  held 
for  genealogists  brought  in  $248.50.   During  the  year  one  check 
from  University  Microfilms,  for  royalties  on  microfilm  copies  of 
the  North  Carolina  Historical   Review,   was  for  $357.25.   An  effort 
was  made  when  any  special  meeting  was  held  to  have  publications 
available  for  sale. 

A  long-range  plan  for  1973-1976  was  prepared  in  the  summer  of 
1973;  an  annual  report  for  1972-1973  was  also  prepared;  and  pre- 
liminary work  was  done  on  the  budget  planning  for  1975-1977. 

Fifteen  to  twenty  columns  were  written  for  the  AP  column  "In 
the  Light  of  History,"  issued  under  the  byline  of  Dr.  H.  G.  Jones, 
and  for  the  "Tar  Heel  Spotlight"  column  issued  under  the  byline  of 
Mrs.  Grace  J.  Rohrer. 

The  following  statistics  give  some  idea  of  the  day-to-day 
routine  work  performed  in  the  section:   1,110  letters  were  written, 
1,203  form  letters  were  sent  out,  317  memorandums  and  230  cards 
were  written;  1,229  invoices  were  prepared.  During  the  biennium

there  were  458  new  subscriptions  to  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Review   and  2,027  renewals;  202  back  issues  were  sold.   Typists 
transcribed  211  pages  of  Calvin  H,  Wiley  material,  1,527  pages  of 
David  L.  Swain  material,  and  343  pages  of  David  S.  Reid  material 
which  will  be  used  by  persons  editing  those  papers  for  the  sev- 
eral documentary  series  being  sponsored  by  the  Division  of  Arch- 
ives and  History.   The  Reid  material  was  completed. 

On  August  10,  1973,  the  section  was  moved  from  the  third 
floor  to  the  second  floor  of  the  Archives  and  History-State  Li- 
brary Building.   The  move  resulted  in  a  crowded  situation  for  the 
personnel  of  the  section,  with  no  room  for  expansion,  and  with 
placement  just  across  the  hall  from  the  conference  room,  a  loca- 
tion resulting  in  innumerable  interruptions. 

OUTLOOK  FOR  THE  FUTURE 

As  was  indicated  at  the  beginning  of  this  report,  one  of  the 
chief  problems  facing  the  section  is  the  continuing  specter  of 
inflation.   Unless  additional  funds  for  printing  can  be  obtained, 
the  program  will  inevitably  suffer.   There  is  still  need  for  more 
promotion  through  schools,  civic  organizations,  book  stores,  local 
historical  associations,  and  the  like.   So  far  as  staff  is  concern- 
ed, there  is  need  for  an  additional  editorial  assistant  to  work 
with  the  persons  responsible  for  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Review   and  the  governors  documentaries.   There  is  also  need  for  a 
proofreader-indexer  who  would  relieve  the  professional  staff  from 
some  of  the  more  or  less  routine  work  which  they  do. 

The  section,  throughout  the  biennium,  endeavored  to  maintain 
high  quality  and  high  standards  in  all  of  its  publications  and 
received  support  in  this  endeavor  from  the  administrators  of  both  " 
the  division  and  the  department.   The  continued  production  of  high 
quality  publications  will  be  the  goal  in  the  months  to  come.

ARCHAEOLOGY  SECTION 

Stephen  J.  Gluckman,  State  Archaeologist 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1972  the  archaeologist  and  a 
PACE  student  began  processing  material  from  the  excavations  at 
Halifax  (Dudley's  Tavern)  and  Edenton  (Iredell  cellar).   The 
field  work  at  the  Fayetteville  Arsenal  site  was  concluded  and 
excavations  were  reopened  at  Mound  A,  Fort  Fisher  State  Historic 
Site. 

A  survey  was  done  of  a  Carolina  Power  and  Light  Company 
transmission  line  corridor  which  was  to  run  in  the  vicinity  of 
Brunswick  Town  State  Historic  Site.   The  Guilford  County  Court- 
house report  was  distributed.   Underwater  archaeological  work 
concentrated  on  three  blockade  runners  in  the  Lower  Cape  Fear 
area. 

The  second  quarter  of  1972  saw  a  continuation  of  the  above 
activities.   Analysis  of  the  Iredell  cellar  artifacts  was  com- 
pleted and  reports  were  well  along  on  Dudley's  Tavern  and  The 
Grove  (the  Willie  Jones  house  in  Halifax). 

In  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of  1972  the  archaeologist 
spent  the  majority  of  his  time  completing  the  above  and  in  photo- 
graphing historic  structures.  A  field  school  in  historic  sites 
archaeology  was  run  at  Halifax  for  students  from  North  Carolina 
Wesleyan  College,  with  fourteen  students  participating.  Excava- 
tions were  also  conducted  at  the  Cupola  House  in  Edenton  and  at 
the  Newkirk  House  in  Wilmington. 

The  archaeology  staff  at  the  Fort  Fisher  facility  partially 
excavated  a  wooden  hulled  wreck  on  the  beach  south  of  the  fort. 
A  previously  unknown  wreck  in  a  small  creek  near  Grimesland  was 
examined;  preliminary  data  indicated  that  this  wreck  might  be  of 
the  Revolutionary  War  period. 

Preservation  work  continued  on  artifacts  from  the  Modem 
Greece J    and  work  was  begun  on  thr  three  10,000-plus  pound  cannons 
which  had  been  illegally  recover. ed  from  the  Roanoke  River  in 
front  of  Fort  Branch  in  Martin  County. 

Archaeology  received  a  tremendous  boost  during  the  second 
half  of  the  biennium.   The  staff  was  increased  to  ten  persons 
and  in  August,  1973,  the  Archaeology  Section  was  established. 
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The  new  section  conducted  or  coordinated  excavations  at 
twenty-one  sites;  twenty-five  surveys  were  begun  during  the 
year,  and  thirteen  were  completed.   Three  archaeological  field 
schools  were  arranged.   One  of  these  was  still  in  progress  at 
the  end  of  the  biennium.   Over  100  students  worked  with  the 
section  on  these  projects.   Approximately  thirty  sites  were  eval- 
uated and  some  thirty  talks  and  interviews  were  participated  in 
by  members  of  the  section.   The  section  archaeologists  attended 
six  professional  meetings  and  published  four  papers  in  profes- 
sional journals.   The  section's  preservationist  attended  a  work- 
shop on  freeze-dry  preservation  methods  at  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion.  Eight  underwater  projects  were  undertaken;  and  in  the 
Raleigh  and  Fort  Fisher  laboratories,  some  50,000  artifacts  were 
processed.   The  section  entered  into  twenty-three  contracts  for 
archaeological  services  during  this  year. 

In  January,  1974,  the  Duke  Power  Company  contracted  with 
the  section  to  do  a  survey  of  its  proposed  atomic  generator  site 
in  Davie  County.   The  section  subcontracted  with  Wake  Forest 
University  and  Catawba  College  for  the  work.   Fifty  sites  were 
found;  twenty-five  of  them  were  considered  important  enough  to 
warrant  further  work.   Test  excavations  at  these  twenty-five 
sites  will  be  completed  by  early  fall  of  1974. 

The  department  contracted  for  excavations  at  the  Newbold- 
White  House  site.   The  main  purpose  of  the  work  was  to  determine 
the  date  of  the  structure  which,  from  construction  detail, 
appeared  to  be  of  the  seventeenth  century.   In  addition,  an 
attempt  to  locate  outbuildings  was  also  planned.   Because  of  the 
unusual  lack  of  artifacts,  no  date  could  be  assigned  to  the 
building,  but  artifacts  that  were  found  ran  through  a  temporal 
range  from  the  late  seventeenth  to  the  mid-twentieth  centuries. 
Two  outbuildings  were  located  and  tentatively  identified.   One, 
a  possible  root  cellar,  bore  a  strong  resemblance  to  Wessells 
Root  Cellar,  Accomack  County,  Virginia.   The  other  was  probably 
a  dirt  floored  smokehouse. 

Archaeologists  with  the  section  conducted  a  six-week  exca- 
vation under  National  Park  Service  contract  at  the  site  of 
Moores  Creek  National  Military  Park.   The  battle,  called  the 
"Lexington  and  Concord  of  the  South,"  effectively  prevented  a 
junction  of  Loyalist  forces  with  British  troops  at  Brunswick 
and  set  back  British  attempts  to  control  North  Carolina  for  four 
years.   The  excavations  were  designed  to  locate  and  recover  con- 
struction data  about  the  earthworks  and  an  eighteenth  century 
coach  road.   The  data  were  very  ambiguous  because  of  various 
reconstructions  and  floods;  analysis  was  still  under  way  at  the 
end  of  the  biennium. 

Local  traditions  claim  the  town  of  Roper  as  the  site  of 
Lee's  Mills  considered  by  some  to  be  the  earliest  mill  site  in 
North  Carolina.   The  first  mill  was  mentioned  as  early  as  1710 
by  travelers  but  no  evidence  for  its  exact  location  had  been 
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established.   The  investigation  of  the  site  was  made  because  a 
proposed  channelization  project  was  to  affect  the  suspected  site. 
Historical  research  conducted  by  a  Queens  College  intern  demon- 
strated the  presence  of  a  mill  on  the  site  as  early  as  1701,  thus 
establishing  the  site  as  the  earliest  known  and  identified  mill 
in  North  Carolina. 

Three  cannon  illegally  recovered  from  the  Roanoke  River  in 
front  of  Fort  Branch,  Martin  County,  were  returned  to  the 
custody  of  the  state  in  a  landmark  decision  stating  that  after 
ten  years  abandoned  material  in  navigable  waterways  belongs  to 
the  state.   The  three  cannon  and  two  gun  carriages  dating  from 
the  Civil  War  had  lain  in  the  river  since  1865.   All  three  tubes 
were  interesting  specimens.   One  was  a  32  pdr,  banded  and  rifled. 
A  second  was  a  24  pdr  siege  and  garrison  cannon  still  mounted  on 
its  original  carriage.   The  third  was  an  English  Blakely  four- 
inch  rifle.   This  tube  was  also  mounted  on  its  carriage — an  iron 
field  carriage.   All  three  weapons  were  thrown  into  the  river  by 
retreating  Confederate  forces  in  April,  1865.   The  three  tubes 
were  preserved  through  electrolytic  reduction,  heating,  and  sub- 
sequent coating  with  manganese  phospholene.   During  the  preser- 
vation work,  it  was  noted  that  the  old  rule  of  thumb  method  for 
electrolytic  reduction  of  using  ten  amperes  per  square  foot  of 
body  surface  did  not  apply.   This  rule  had  worked  well  with  small 
artifacts,  especially  when  the  amperage  was  lessened  in  accor- 
dance with  the  state  of  deterioration.   With  the  10,000-pound  gun 
tubes,  however,  it  was  discovered  that  the  same  results  could  be 
obtained  with  less  amperage.   Also  of  interest  was  the  fact  that 
all  three  guns  were  preserved  in  the  field  for  less  than  $100. 
in  supplies  and  materials. 

During  clearing  operations  by  the  Urban  Renewal  Commission 
in  Beaufort  County,  the  remains  of  a  structure  were  uncovered. 
Archaeologists  from  East  Carolina  University  and  the  Archaeology 
Section  visited  the  site.   Both  archaeological  teams  concluded 
that  the  site  was  the  magazine  for  the  Union  fort.  Fort  Washing- 
ton, which  successfully  withstood  a  heavy  Confederate  attack 
during  March  and  April,  1863. 

The  Joel  Larte  House,  home  of  the  original  landowner  of  the 
city  of  Raleigh,  was  moved  in  1909-1913.   As  part  of  a  contin- 
uing program  of  instructional  excavation  for  students  and  inter- 
ested amateurs,  archaeologists  from  the  section  attempted  to 
locate  the  original  foundation.   As  the  biennium  closed,  excava- 
tions were  continuing  as  time  and  weather  permitted. 

Excavations  at  Bentonville  Battleground  State  Historic 
Site — site  of  the  largest  Civil  War  battle  in  North  Carolina — 
were  carried  out  in  March  and  April,  1974.   Restoration  of  two 
structures  traditionally  identified  as  the  "kitchen"  and  the 
"slave  cabin"  for  the  Harper  Plantation  prompted  the  investiga- 
tion.  From  preliminary  archaeological  evidence  and  oral  testi- 
mony of  local  residents,  it  was  determined  that  both  structures 
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were  moved  into  the  area  after  the  battle.   The  "kitchen"  had, 
in  fact,  been  moved  several  times.   The  "slave  cabin"  overlaid  a 
chimney  from  an  earlier  period.   Bricks  from  the  chimney  fall 
were  found  under  two  of  the  piers  supporting  the  cabin. 

The  historic  town  of  Halifax  underwent  continuing  additional 
development  as  a  state  historic  site.   Investigations  included 
excavations  at  Lot  55,  the  future  site  of  the  visitor  center;  and 
Lot  52,  the  site  of  a  townhouse  of  the  late  eighteenth  century. 
This  work  was  part  of  a  summer  field  school  in  archaeology  run  in 
conjunction  with  Meredith  College. 

Two  lots  in  Edenton  received  attention  from  the  Archaeology 
Section.   The  first,  the  yard  of  the  Cupola  House,  was  excavated 
during  the  summer  of  1973.   Among  the  outbuildings  discovered 
while  searching  for  evidence  of  the  gardens  was  a  small  mausoleum. 
The  second  lot  was  the  Iredell  House  State  Historic  Site.   Work 
was  done  in  the  spring  to  provide  data  for  the  restoration  of 
the  kitchen  chimney  and  the  back  porch  of  the  house.   The  area 
was  so  disturbed,  however,  that  no  information  could  be 
recovered. 

Two  areas  at  the  Reed  Gold  Mine  State  Historic  Site  were 
partially  excavated  during  June  and  July  of  1974.   These  exca- 
vations were  the  main  focus  of  a  field  school  in  industrial 
archaeology  run  by  the  section  for  Queens  College,  Charlotte. 
Excavations  were  carried  out  at  the  site  of  an  1850s  period 
engine-mill  house  and  at  the  site  of  an  1890s-period  stamp-mill. 
At  the  engine-mill  house  a  number  of  the  structure's  interior 
features  were  explored.   These,  considerably  more  complex  than 
was  originally  suspected,  should  provide  good  data  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  structure.   The  stamp-mill  site  proved  to 
be  a  gold  mine  of  information.   Just  below  the  surface  was 
encountered  what  appeared  to  be  a  major  portion  of  the  floor 
level  of  the  structure.   These  unexpected  wooden  remains  will 
not  only  return  the  data  needed  for  reconstruction  but  should 
make  an  excellent  working  exhibit  for  the  site. 

The  stamp-mill  house  at  the  Coggins  Mine,  near  Eldorado  was 
briefly  examined  by  section  personnel  in  July.   A  ten-stamp  mill 
and  support  equipment  recently  donated  to  the  Reed  project  was 
intensively  examined  and  drawn  to  scale  to  aid  in  its  reconstruc- 
tion following  its  move  to  Reed. 

The  section  was  active  in  underwater  work.   A  survey  of 
wreck  sites  along  a  twenty-one  mile  stretch  of  coastal  North 
Carolina  was  completed  during  August,  1973.   This  was  part  of  a 
long-term  project  to  identify  and  evaluate  the  potential  for  such 
sites  along  the  entire  coast  of  the  state. 

Section  members  have  actively  participated  in  the  discovery 
and  two  subsequent  examinations  of  the  ironclad  U.S.S.  Monitor. 
The  U.S.S.  Monitor,    constructed  within  100  days  under  the  direc- 
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tion  of  Captain  John  Ericsson,  engaged  the  C.S.S.  Virginia 
(Merrimac)    in  a  historic  battle  on  March  9,  1862,  at  Hampton 
Roads,  Virginia.   Dubbed  the  "cheesebox  on  a  raft"  for  its  low 
freeboard  and  turret  amidships,  the  Monitor   sank  January  1,  1863, 
with  a  loss  of  sixteen  men.   Numerous  attempts  to  locate  the 
vessel  met  with  failure  until  August,  1973.   The  vessel  was 
positively  identified  by  an  interdisciplinary  investigation 
involving  the  Archaeology  Section,  Duke  Marine  Laboratory, 
National  Geographic  Society,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  technol- 
ogy, the  University  of  Delaware,  and  the  U.S.  Navy. 

A  second  cruise  was  completed  in  April,  1974,  and  the 
Archaeology  Section  was  hoping  to  publish  a  report  on  the 
findings  in  the  winter  of  1974.   Preliminary  evidence  gathered 
by  closed  circuit  television  and  photo  mosaics  showed  the  ship 
to  be  lying  on  the  bottom  in  over  200  feet  of  water.   The  wreck 
was  upside  down  and  the  distinctive  turret,  which  apparently 
fell  off  during  the  sinking,  lay  partially  under  the  starboard 
side. 

The  site  of  the  wreck  of  the  Confederate  ironclad  ram 
Raleigh,   was  tentatively  identified  on  Wilmington  Bar  in  the  Cape 
Fear  River.   The  gunboat  ran  aground  May  6,  1864.   The  wreck  was 
then  partially  stripped  by  Confederate  forces.   As  of  June  30, 
1974,  plans  were  under  way  to  conduct  a  survey  of  the  site  to 
determine  its  potential  for  excavation. 

An  extremely  well-preserved  wreck  was  located  in  a  small 
creek  in  Pitt  County  near  Grimesland.   Almost  the  entire  hull 
was  extant  and  portions  of  the  decking  near  the  stern  remained. 
The  wooden  vessel  was  an  enigma  because  of  its  size  (151'  x  25' 
X  8'),  its  lack  of  mast  steps  or  evidence  for  steam  propulsion, 
and  its  position  in  a  narrow,  winding  creek.   Preliminary 
evidence  from  the  site,  together  with  historical  research 
suggested  that  the  vessel  might  be  a  row  galley  from  the  Revolu- 
tionary War  period.   Plans  were  being  prepared  to  return  to  the 
site  in  the  fall  of  1974.

TRYON  PALACE  SECTION 
Michael  W.  Brantley,  AdministratQr,    Tryon  Palace  Restoration 


The  Tryon  Palace  Section,  in  cooperation  with  the  Tryon 
Palace  Commission,  was  charged  with  the  administration  of  the 
Tryon  Palace  Complex  in  New  Bern,  including  Tryon  Palace,  John 
Wright  Stanly  House,  Stevenson  House,  Daves  House,  and  Jones 
House,  and  their  adjacent  gardens,  grounds,  and  supporting 
structures . 

The  main  educational  emphasis  of  the  biennium  was  in  the 
areas  of  hostess  training,  interpretation,  group  visitation, 
audiovisuals  and  the  general  educational  program  of  the  Tryon 
Palace  Complex. 

With  the  addition  to  the  staff  on  June  1,  1973,  of  Mr. 
Dabney  M.  Coddington,  Jr.,  as  education  specialist,  the  curator 
of  education  was  given  more  time  to  deal  with  the  research, 
writing,  and  presentation  of  a  revised  interpretive  program. 

Until  June  1,  1973,  all  group  reservations  were  handled  by 
the  curator  of  education.   Tryon  Palace  displays  were  presented 
at  area  meetings  of  the  North  Carolina  Association  of  Educators. 
Hostesses  were  also  scheduled  for  work  by  the  curator  of  educa- 
tion.  These  duties  were  transferred  to  the  education  specialist 
who  handled  them  in  addition  to  his  other  duties  in  the  field  of 
promotion  and  publicity. 

Group  visitation  by  school  groups,  commercial  travel  tours, 
summer  campers  from  Camp  Seafarer,  and  some  college  classes  was 
good  throughout  the  biennium,  although  a  decrease  in  all  visita- 
tion was  felt  during  the  gas  crisis  of  early  1974. 

With  overall  increased  visitation  the  need  for  additional 
hostesses  and  guides,  particularly  for  summer  work  increased. 
Training  sessions  were  begun  in  July,  1972,  June,  1973,  and 
April,  1974.   With  the  uniform  rate  of  pay  established,  all 
hostesses  were  trained  to  work  at  all  stations.   New  hostesses 
were  prepared  for  additional  stations  at  regular  intervals. 

During  the  biennium  the  Education  Branch  prepared  a  color 
brochure  of  the  Tryon  Palace  Complex  and  a  new  garden  guide  for 
use  of  visitors.   A  revised  guidebook  of  the  complex  was  under 
way. 
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After  months  of  intensive  planning  with  Mr.  Larry  Misenhei- 
mer  of  the  Historic  Sites  and  Museums  Section,  the  new  20-minute 
audiovisual  orientation  program  was  inaugurated  on  August  30, 
1973.   This  program  filled  a  long-felt  need  at  Tryon  Palace. 

Successful  annual  symposia  of  March,  1973,  and  March,  1974, 
were  planned  and  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Division  of  Con- 
tinuing Education  of  East  Carolina  University,  the  Tryon  Palace 
Commission,  and  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History.   At  the 
end  of  the  biennium,  speakers  were  being  obtained  for  the  March 
23-25,  1975,  symposium. 

The  curator  of  education  escorted  groups  of  Tryon  Palace 
hostesses  for  tours  of  Old  Salem  and  of  the  Henry  Francis  Dupont 
Museum  at  Winterthur,  Delaware;  and  plans  were  being  made  for 
further  educational  trips  in  1974  and  1975. 

Among  the  special  programs  featured  at  Tryon  Palace  during 
the  biennium  were  two  annual  film  festivals  held  each  May  during 
Historic  Preservation  Week;  the  showing  of  the  Kenneth  Clark 
"Civilisation"  series;  performances  by  the  Chamber  Players  of  the 
North  Carolina  Symphony;  a  museum  trainee  internship  program;  an 
arts  and  crafts  show  of  the  New  Bern  City  School  System;  and  two 
Christmas  open  house  programs  at  which  hot  cider  and  homemade 
ginger  cookies  were  served. 

In  February,  1973,  Tryon  Palace  was  host  to  the  Tryon  Palace- 
East  Carolina  University  History  Seminar.   In  May,  1974,  the 
organizational  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Historians  of 
Eastern  North  Carolina  was  held  there. 

In  March,  1974,  work  was  begun  on  the  planning  and  imple- 
mentation of  a  crafts  program  at  Tryon  Palace.   Under  the  compe- 
tent leadership  of  Mrs.  Lemabel  C.  Parry,  much  initial  research 
was  done  on  eighteenth  century  crafts.   It  was  decided  that 
candlemaking  and  spinning  would  be  the  first  two  projects 
attempted.   Wax  was  purchased  for  both  molding  and  dipping  candles 
and  six  fleeces  of  wool  were  purchased  from  the  research  farm  of 
North  Carolina  State  University.   A  loom  was  presented  to  Tryon 
Palace  as  a  memorial  to  the  Trott  family  of  Onslow  County  in 
order  that  weaving  might  be  demonstrated  in  the  future.  Although 
illness  forced  Mrs.  Parry  to  retire  from  her  position,  it  was 
hoped  the  program  might  be  carried  on  by  others. 

The  biennium  saw  the  much-needed  enlargement  of  the  repairs 
and  maintenance  program  at  Tryon  Palace.   Previously,  budget 
limitations  allowed  only  minimum  upkeep  of  the  complex's  twenty- 
two  historic  and  reconstructed  buildings.   An  enlarged  budget  for 
1973-1974,  however,  brought  considerable  change  in  this  situation. 
Additional  repair  funds  were  allotted  to  Tryon  Palace;  and 
approval  was  given  to  add  two  craftsmen,  a  carpenter,  and  a 
painter  to  the  maintenance  staff.   Major  repairs  began  immedi- 
ately.  As  of  June  30,  1974,  the  four  large  chimneys  of  the  main 
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building  had  been  completely  rebuilt  and  the  attic  of  that  struc- 
ture completely  replastered  and  repainted.   These  were  the  first 
major  repairs  done  to  the  building  since  its  reconstruction  in 
the  1950s.   In  addition,  a  50-amp  circuit  breaker,  leading  to  a 
100-amp  auxiliary  box  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  a  series  of 
220-volt  receptacles  to  supply  current  for  movie  and  television 
needs  was  installed. 

The  Tryon  Palace  auditorium  was  completely  repainted, 
inside  and  out,  and  new  roofs  installed  on  the  auditorium  proper 
and  the  adjacent  reception  center.   New  lighted  display  cabinets 
were  built  for  the  Museum  Shop  and  to  house  temporary  exhibitions 
in  the  reception  center.   Shelving  for  shop  storage  was  also 
built  in  the  Stanly  House  basement.   Plans  were  under  way  for 
parapet  repairs,  a  carpenter  shop,  and  the  installation  of  a 
smoke  detection  and  burglar  alarm  system  for  the  complex  in 
1974. 

Major  repairs  will  continue  to  require  outside  contractors. 
However,  the  program  of  in-house  preventive  maintenance  that  was 
established  will  temper  the  need  for  major  repairs  in  years  to 
come. 

The  duties  of  the  registrar  were  assumed  by  Grace  C.  Ipock 
after  the  resignation  of  Nancy  Nutt  in  March,  1973.   Gifts  and 
purchases  approved  by  the  Acquisitions  Committee  continue  to  be 
cataloged  and  researched.   Plans  were  under  way  for  the  first 
catalog  to  be  published  of  items  housed  in  the  complex.   There  is 
ample  material  for  catalogs  in  many  different  categories.   Cos- 
tumes appropriate  to  the  period  of  the  buildings  continued  to  be 
designed  and  executed,  and  constant  repairs  were  made  to  the  ones 
presently  in  service. 

An  especial  welcome  was  given  to  the  members  of  the  Sir 
Walter  Cabinet  when  they  visited  the  complex  on  March  19,  1974. 
It  was  a  delightful  spring  day;  and  following  their  viewing  of 
the  new  orientation  program  and  tours  of  the  palace,  and  the 
Stanly  and  Stevenson  houses,  the  group  was  served  lunch  on  the 
patio  of  the  Tryon  Palace  Guest  House. 

The  Tryon  Palace  Commission  held  its  semiannual  meetings  in 
October  and  April  of  each  year  with  Mr.  Clement  E.  Conger 
speaking  on  the  topic  of  "Masterpieces  of  Americana  in  the  Dip- 
lomatic Reception  Rooms"  in  the  fall  of  1972  and  Miss  Gertrude 
Carraway  on  the  topic  of  "The  1774  Provincial  Assembly"  in 
April,  1973.   Miss  Carraway  was  again  the  speaker  for  an  inter- 
esting evening  in  October,  1973,  with  a  history  of  the  Tryon 
Palace  Commission.   In  April,  1974,  Dr.  Vernon  Stumpf  of  Campbell 
College  discussed  Gov.  Josiah  Martin. 

The  death  on  August  9,  1973,  of  John  A.  Kellenberger , 
commission  treasurer  and  finance  officer,  brought  to  all  a  deep 
sense  of  personal  loss.   A  memorial  service  was  held  for  Mr. 
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Kellenberger  in  the  Tryon  Palace  auditorium  on  October  28,  1973, 
with  tributes  being  given  by  a  number  of  distinguished  citizens 
of  the  state.   Following  the  final  tribute  by  Dr.  Joseph  B. 
Mullin,  minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Greensboro, 
a  pilgrimage  was  made  to  the  Kellenberger  Garden  where  the  bene- 
diction was  given  by  Dr.  Mullin;  a  floral  tribute  was  placed  at 
the  font  in  the  garden. 

The  commission  suffered  another  loss  in  the  death  of  George 
R.  Ross  of  Jackson  Springs  who  had  been  officially  connected  with 
the  Tryon  Palace  Complex  since  1949  when  he  became  director  of 
the  State  Department  of  Conservation  and  Development.   Mr.  Ross, 
an  active  member  of  the  commission,  died  at  his  home  on  May  11, 
1974;  he  had  attended  the  previous  spring  meeting. 

The  programs  of  the  Grounds  Branch  during  the  biennium  were 
for  the  most  part  designed  to  provide  a  landscape  setting  for  the 
buildings  of  the  Tryon  Palace  Complex.   These  were  planned  to 
complement  the  historical  interpretation  under  development  by  the 
Education  Branch  and  to  provide  and  improve  facilities  for  the 
use  of  the  visiting  public.   Visitors  were  enabled  thereby  to 
understand  the  outdoor,  as  well  as  the  indoor,  life-styles  of  the 
people  of  the  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries  and  more 
fully  enjoy  and  profit  from  their  Tryon  Palace  experience. 

Most  significant  of  the  programs  was  the  publication  of  a 
completely  redesigned  grounds  tour  brochure  in  cooperation  with 
the  Education  Branch.   The  brochure,  entitled  Walking  Tour  of 
Tryon  Palace  Complex  Grounds  and  Gardens,    provides  a  routed  tour 
with  numbered  stops  and  a  written  interpretation  of  what  is 
viewed  at  each  stop. 

A  small  outbuilding,  located  at  the  rear  of  the  palace 
kitchen,  was  opened  as  a  garden  shop  to  provide  refreshments  and 
mementos  for  visitors.   Although  the  building  was  designed  for 
this  purpose  during  the  restoration,  it  had  never  been  fully 
utilized.   Plants  propagated  from  the  collection  on  the  grounds 
were  offered  for  sale  as  was  a  variety  of  seasonal  flowering 
plants  and  herbs.   The  success  of  this  venture  as  well  as  the 
expanded  museum  shop  in  the  auditorium  was  gratifying. 

The  rear  terrace  of  the  palace  kitchen,  where  the  garden 
shop  is  located,  was  outfitted  with  period  garden  furniture  and 
matching  window  boxes  and  planters  which  were  maintained  with 
flowers  of  the  season.   This  area  provided  a  place  where  visitors 
could  rest  during  the  course  of  their  tour. 

A  new  venture  in  public  relations,  a  day  labeled  "Gardener's 
Sunday"  on  which  the  palace  gardens  were  open  without  charge  to 
the  public,  was  initiated  in  April,  1973.   The  first  year  lack  of 
publicity  and  inclement  weather  hampered  attendance,  but  in  1974 
a  record  crowd  of  more  than  2,000  turned  out  for  the  tour. 
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Increased  utilization  was  made  of  the  Work  Garden  or  nursery 
area  of  the  grounds  through  production  of  plants  for  use  in  the 
vegetable,  herb,  and  ornamental  gardens.   Formerly  these  plants 
were  purchased  from  commercial  sources  and  were  subject  to  the 
availability  and  price  fluctuations  common  to  the  market. 

Several  garden  areas  were  reworked  to  improve  the  appear- 
ance and  to  replace  missing  or  overgrown  plants.   The  corners  of 
the  Maude  Moore  Latham  Memorial  Garden  were  replanted  with  gar- 
denias and  ajuga.   Azaleas  were  replaced  in  the  Stevenson  Garden 
after  the  planting  beds  were  reworked  and  raised  to  correct  a 
poor  drainage  problem.   The  herb  garden  areas  of  the  Kitchen  Gar- 
den were  completely  redesigned  and  replanted.   Improvements  were 
made  and  fresh  plant  material  added  to  the  Green  Garden. 
Improvements  to  permanent  physical  features  of  the  grounds  in- 
cluded enlarging  the  brick  paving  in  front  of  the  Reception  Cen- 
ter to  provide  more  usable  space  for  foot  traffic,  permanently 
securing  the  statues  of  Hawk's  Allee  to  the  pedestals,  and 
repairing  the  antique  bird  feeder  in  the  Wilderness.   Repairs  to 
the  underground  irrigation  system  of  the  Stanly  Gardens  were  also 
made. 

Additional  property  adjacent  to  the  parking  lot  on  Eden 
Street  was  purchased  by  the  Tryon  Palace  Commission  for  the  pur- 
pose of  expanding  the  visitor  parking  facilities.   Plans  were 
made  to  proceed  with  the  project  as  soon  as  plans  for  paving  and 
landscaping  could  be  completed  and  approved. 
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The  Maude  Moore  Latham  Gardens  (top),  which  honor  the  donor  of  the  Tryon 
Palace  Restoration  Complex;  and  (bottom)  the  royal  council  chamber  with  tht 
coat  of  arms  of  George  III  and  portraits  of  George  III  and  Queen  Charlotte  at- 
tracted hundreds  of  visitors  to  the  Tryon  Palace  Restoration  Complex.
